Africa. By H. H. Johnston. Portrait, 
Maps, and Illustrations.

For many parts of Africa the time has now 
come when the ‘‘ discoverer”? must give way 
to the ‘“‘explorer’’ and scientific observer. 
Mr. Johnston’s interesting volume furnishes 
one more proof of this. The additions which 
he has made to our knowledge of the topo- 
graphical features of the country traversed 
by him have been slight, as an inspection 
of his map will show, but his narrative is 
nevertheless a most welcome and valuable 
contribution to our knowledge of Africa. 
Devoting himself to a particular region 
of limited extent, he has been able to do 
his work more thoroughly than a traveller 
whose chief aim it is never to spend two 
nights in succession in the same place. 
The characteristics of the natives among 
whom he was thrown have been studied by 
him at more leisure, and much attention 
could be bestowed upon questions of natural 
history and anthropology. The object of 
his expedition—viz., ‘‘ to ascertain the rela- 
tionships of the fauna and flora of Kiliman- 
jaro” with those of other regions of Africa 
—may not, perhaps, have been attained so 
fully as naturalists could wish; but with the 
time and the means at his command Mr. 
Johnston, it must be confessed, has done 
excellent work, and the experience which he 
brought home is sure to prove profitable to 
-~ successors he may have in the same 
eld. 

Mr. Johnston repeatedly expresses regret 
that the information which he received 
whilst on the coast should have induced him 
to take up his quarters with Mandara, the 
well-known chief of Moshi. Such a mistake 
need not have been made had the author 
consulted Dr. Kersten’s capital account of 
Von der Decken’s expedition, where the true 
position of Mandara among the other chiefs 
of Chaga is clearly defined; but it may well 
be doubted whether he would have fared 
better had he gone to some other court. 
Mandara, with all his faults, appears, even 
from Mr. Johnston’s accounts, to be a highly 
respectable savage, who upon the whole did 
not deal very harshly with his visitor. Covet- 
ous he was, but he repudiated no engage- 
ments, and although on one occasion he ‘‘ boy- 


cotted’’ the author most effectually, he never 
resorted to force. ‘‘ Had he received any- 
thing like an education,” says Mr. Johnston, 
‘‘ and had he been trained by civilized ideas 
of morality to conceal, if not to bridle his un- 
ruly passions, he would have made no mean 
figure among the world’s rulers.” On one 
of those many occasions when the king made 
demands for pre-nts, Mr. Johnston told 
him a version of the ‘ Goose with the Golden 
Eggs’:— 

***Once, do you know, in Ulaya [Europe], 
there was a man who had a hen [none of the 
Wa-caga have heard of geese] which laid him 
every morning a golden egg. And the man was 
very pleased at first ; but after a while he got 
impatient, and he said, ‘‘ Instead of waiting for 
many days till I get a good sum from this hen’s 
eggs, let me cut her open now, and get out all 
the gold at once.” And he did so, and found 
nothing inside. Now, wasn’t that a foolish man, 
Mandara?’ ‘ Ye-es,’ replied the chief thought- 
fully; ‘perhaps he was.’ Then he sipped more 
tembo, and reflected. After a pause he turned 
to me and continued, ‘ And now I will tell you 
a tale. When I plant a seed or a sapling here 
in my plantation, I let it grow quietly at first— 
I do not pull it up to look at its roots, and I do 
not pluck its early blossoms or its tender leaves, 
I wait until it is mature ; and then,’ he added 
thoughtfully, looking straight before him, ‘if it 
fails to bear abundant fruit, I cut it down.’ ” 


Fortunately for the author, Mandara was 
not afforded an opportunity of putting the 
moral of his pretty tale into practice. 


After a four months’ stay with Mandara 
Mr. Johnston shifted his quarters to Ma- 
rungu, whence he made a final attempt 
to reach the virgin summit of Kiliman- 
jaro. He reached an altitude of 16,315 
feet, well within the lower limits of the 
snow, and about 2,000 feet beyond what 
had been attained by his predecessors, Ker- 
sten and Von der Decken, in November, 
1862. Mr. Johnston is careful to tell us 
that he could easily have reached the top 
had he been able to camp out a night amid 
the snow. Here, then, is a task which 
ought to commend itself to some of the more 
enterprising members of the Alpine Club. 
As to the height of this, the loftiest moun- 
tain of Africa, we prefer to adhere for the 
present to the determination of Thornton and 
Dr. Kersten, viz., 18,681 feet, as itis based 
upon a careful combination of barometrical 
and trigonometrical measurements. 

Of the country which lies above the settled 
parts of Chaga Mr. Johnston speaks in 
terms of rapture. Having quitted a gloomy 
region of dense, dank forest, he 
‘emerged suddenly and unexpectedly upon a 
beautiful park-like country of grassy hillocks, 
undulating plains, running streams, ferny hol- 
lows, and tidy copses. Hereabouts we camped 
out, and I, ravished with the beauty of the 
scenery and with the magnificence of the view, 
set myself to work to create in imagination a 
fair city of civilization which should rise on these 
grassy slopes and dominate the cultivable lands 
below. Here, on those two hillocks, I would 
build my twin forts, and here should be my 
terraced vineyards, there corn-fields and gardens, 
and there a handsome store-house, my prelimi- 
nary palace. As I mused thus, the sinking sun 


emerged from a curtain of cloud, and shed a 
wonderful rosy radiance over the beautiful scene. 
The distant valley of the Ruvu, with its sinuous 
lines of green forest, the mountain-mass of 
Ugweno, with hills and hillocks in all directions, 
the nearer forests, the natural lawns sloping 





downwards towards the cultivated zone; and, 


lastly, the awful, jagged, snow-streaked and 
spotted Kimawenzi rising to the north—all were 
irradiated with a tender, smiling light, the very 
shadows of which were attenuated and softened, 
Then, until purple darkness fell upon the scene, 
Istood on one of the seven hills of my African 
Rome, and pondered on the possibilities of its 
existence.” 


Higher up still, at an elevation of about 

9,000 feet, where the temperature ranged 
between 43° at night and 70° in the midday 
warmth, 
‘we travelled for hours through a delightful 
country made by Nature for a European settle- 
ment, and singularly English in look, with open 
grassy spaces, which seemed in the distance like 
ruddy corn-fields, and shady woods and copses 
full of fine timber. Plenty of running streams 
of clear water intersected this gently sloping, 
almost level plateau, which, although such a 
tempting Arcadia, was entirely uninhabited, save 
by buffaloes and elephants,” 

The scientific results of Mr. Johnston’s 
labours are reported upon or discussed in 
a number of chapters, among which those 
devoted to anthropology and philology 
occupy a prominent place. Mr. Johnston 
is quite justified when he reproaches certain 
ethnologists with classing the Masai with 
the negroes, but he does an injustice to 
Krapf and Erhardt, those pioneers of East 
African exploration, when he charges them 
with ignoring the fact that the Masai and 
Wakuavi speak the same language. Not- 
withstanding all that has been said, we shall 
‘continue to speak of Masai and Wakuayi, 
just as we speak of Bedawin and Fellahs 
when we desire to distinguish the nomadic 
from the agricultural element among the 
Arabs. Krapf, too, recognized the fact 
that the Masai were not negroes. Mr. John- 
ston confirms this. He shows, too, with 
the aid of vocabularies and grammatical 
notes, that the Latuka on the Upper Nile are 
the kinsmen of the Masai, as indicated on 
the Royal Geographical Society’s map of 
Eastern Africa published in 1883, and 
agrees with Lepsius as to the Bari being 
distant relations of theirs, at least linguis- 
tically. The process by which the nomadic 
Masai are gradually being converted into 
agricultural Wakuavi is clearly explained. 
‘The cattle disease, which has lately raged 
among [the Masai] throughout the length 
and breadth of the land, has played havoc 
with the herds on which their maintenance 
depends”; and Mr. Johnston foresees a time 
when the ‘“‘more civilized Wakuavi will 
prevail in numbers and power over the fierce 
pastoral Masai, and Lastern Equatorial 
Africa will be opened up to safe and profit- 
able trade.” 

Very interesting, too, although perhaps 
not quite convincing, are the author’s specu- 
lations as to the origin of the Bantu and 
their migrations into Southern Africa. The 
‘fact that in nearly every form of Bantu 
the domestic fowl is indicated by words of 
one type, all pointing to a common origin,” 
leads him to conclude that the Bantu left 
their “‘ primal home” not before the domestic 
fowl had been introduced into Africa, about 
2,500 years ago. We need hardly point 
out that this argument is far from conclu- 
sive, for the fowl may have passed from 
tribe to tribe with a name attached to it, 
just as “tobacco ” has, within our own time, 
made its way throughout the whole of the 





civilized world. 
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In a concluding chapter Mr. Johnston 
discourses of the commercial prospects of 
Eastern Africa in a far more sanguine spirit 
than that exhibited by his predecessors Dr. 
Fischer and Mr. J. Thomson. The country, 
according to him, is ‘‘ worth possessing.” 
The British merchant is taunted with having 
lost the spirit of the ‘‘ merchant adventurer ”’ 
of old, and there is consequently no hope at 
present of seeing a railway constructed to 
the Victoria Nyanza, which ‘‘ would give 
the entire trade of Eastern Equatorial Africa 
into our hands.” In the mean time Mr. 
Johnston appeals to ‘‘ young and energetic 
men, who love a roving life, and who do 
not shrink from entering the wild regions of 
Africa because there is no railway to take 
them,’ and he promises them a £‘far greater 
abundance of game than in the much-shot- 
over region of South Africa.” It is to be 
hoped that the spirited narrative with which 
he has presented the world may have its 
due effect upon the more adventurous among 
our countrymen, for the region described 
holds out promise of reward not only to the 
sportsman, but also to the naturalist and to 
the geographical explorer. Much has been 
accomplished since Dr. Krapf introduced the 
Kilimanjaro to the public, but more remains 
to be done, and in no part of Africa is a 
permanent scientific station likely to yield 
greater results than on the slopes of that 
virgin mountain.

A Mortal Antipathy. By O. W. Holmes. 
(Sampson Low & Co.) 
Arter three-quarters of a century in this 
world (there is no indiscretion in mentioning 
this, for he tells us the very day of his birth) 
the ever-green Dr. Holmes opens, as he 
says, a new portfolio, and extracts there- 
from a pleasant story, based on one of his 
favourite cases of abnormal psychology, 
but abounding in the kindly humour and 
wholesome love of nature, human and pic- 
turesque, which have endeared him to 
several generations of readers. The scene 
is laid in Arrowhead Village on the shore 
of Cedar Lake, somewhere in New England, 
we gather; and deals with the fortunes of 
two young ladies, students at the Corinna 
Institute in that place, and one young gentle- 
man, asummer visitor of engaging appearance 
and mysterious habits. He avoids society, 
though seemingly well fitted to shine in it; 
and all that can be found out about him is 
that he is the victim, as his Italian servant 
says, of an antipatia. The problem is to 
find out the nature of this. One of the 
young ladies, who dabbles in medicine, 
suspects a tarantula bite, and thinks she 
has found an account of the very case; but 
she is wrong. For the real solution, and 
the cure of the malady, readers must be 
referred to the book. They will find plenty 
to entertain them, and no lack of exciting 
incidents ; not least the graphic account of 
an eight-oared race between the ladies’ 
institute and the “ university” which flou- 
rished at the other end of the lake. It is 
won, rather unfairly, by a method which is 
intended to revenge the defeat of Atalanta. 
The introduction contains some interesting 
reminiscences of various acquaintances of

the author’s: N. P. Wiliis. ‘“‘ something be- 
tween a remembrance of Count D’Orsay 
and an anticipation of Oscar Wilde”; Mot- 
ley, Emerson, and others less known. Here 
is a little bit from the story itself, in which 
readers of the ‘Autocrat’ and the ‘ Pro- 
fessor ’ will recognize the well-known touch: 


‘* The two learned people of the village were 
the rector and the doctor. These two worthies 
kept up the old controversy between the pro- 
fessions which grows out of the fact that one 
studies nature from below upwards, and the other 
above downwards. The rector maintained that 
physicians contracted a squint which turns their 
eyes inwardly, while the muscles which roll their 
eyes upward become palsied. The doctor re- 
torted that theological students developed a 
third eyelid—the nictitating membrane, which is 
so well known in birds, and which serves to shut 
out, not all light, but all the light they do not 
want.” 

It is amusing, by the way, to find that 
even in the United States there may be ‘‘a 
rector broad enough for the bishop of the 
diocese to be a little afraid of......a man who, 
in spite of the Thirty-nine Articles, could 
stand fire from the widest-mouthed heretical 
blunderbuss without flinching or losing his 
temper.” Here is, indeed, a touch of nature 
to make the English-speaking world kin. 








Letters and Journals of Jonathan Swift. 
Selected and Edited, with a Commentary 
and Notes, by Stanley Lane-Poole. (Kegan 
Paul, Trench & Co.) 


To a genuine lover of Swift, like Mr. Stan- 
ley Lane-Poole, the editing of this volume 
must have been an agreeable task, and in 
some respects he has performed it well. Few 
persons will disagree with the following re- 
marks in the preface :— 

‘They [Swift’s letters] possess the greatest 
charm letters can have, perfect sincerity and 
frankness : Swift writes as though he were talk- 
ing face to face with his friends. But they have 
also the vigour, the terse directness, the finish 
of thought and expression, which were integral 
parts of Swift’s composition.” 

‘*There is nothing in all literature more tender 
than the ‘ Journal to Stella’; the man who could 
write that, could fool so gaily with Sheridan, 
pour out his own sorrows and his anxious care 
for his friends with such touching solicitude to 
Pope and Arbuthnot, who could keep his heart 
kindly and green for his friends in his old age, 
after years of trial and disappointment, was not 
the callous misanthrope he has been repre- 
sented.” 

It would have been wise if Mr. Lane- 
Poole had confined himself to the subject of 
the present volume; but he has something 
to say on the criticisms which were called 
forth by his ‘ Selections from Swift’s Prose 
Works.’ He objects to the charge of having 
‘‘ bowdlerized ’’ Swift unnecessarily, and he 
explains that he was merely acting in obedi- 
ence to the principles on which the ‘‘ Parch- 
ment Library” is published. Mr. Lane- 
Poole was no doubt obliged to conform with 
these principles, but it was surely unneces- 
sary to speak with such lofty indignation of 
some of Swift’s most amusing works ; and a 
complacent statement such as, ‘ Yet there 
remains not a line in this volume which 
might not be recited in a drawing-reom,” 
reads like a speech from Archibald Grosve- 
nor, the pure-minded poet in ‘ Patience.’ 

But it is time to return to Mr. Lane- 
Poole’s more recent volume. The selections 









are arranged in five parts, and a commentary 
is inserted, generally in the form of a narra- 
tive, to connect any gaps in the correspond. 
ence, so that the volume forms a sort of 
biography of Swift. The story is pleasantly 
told, and pains have been taken to make it 
accurate, though we notice a discrepancy 
about the date of Swift’s introduction to 
Vanessa. Onp. 33 we read that Swift first 
made the acquaintance of Hester Vanhom- 
righ in the winter of 1708, and further 
on (p. 145) it is stated that Sir Andrew 
Fountaine originally introduced him to the 
family in 1710. The evidence on the subject 
is conflicting, but from a recent careful in- 
vestigation we are led to believe that Swift 
made the acquaintance of Hester Vanhom- 
righ in 1708, that there are some slight 
mene that he occasionally saw Mrs. Van- 
omrigh in 1709, but that it was not till 
1710 that he became ‘‘ domesticated in the 
family.” There is one remark in the com- 
mentary to which strong exception must be 
taken. It is not in good taste to speak of a 
poet who in his own time occupied the 
foremost place among literary men as ‘‘ such 
a creature as Pepe”; and when Mr. Lane- 
Poole states (p. 289) that Patty Blount was 
“the one cheerful and wholesome element 
in the last years of the poet [Pope],” he 
betrays a want of knowledge of the subject. 
Patty Blount’s memory is assuredly worthy 
of respect and admiration; but has Mr. Lane- 
Poole never heard of Pope’s intimacy with 
Lyttelton and Marchmont, with Bathurst 
and Murray—an intimacy that was main- 
tained to the last hour of the poet’s life? 

It is unnecessary to dwell at length upon 
the first two parts of the selections, which 
contain, among others, the two letters to 
Varina, a portion of the so-called ‘ Fragment 
of an Autobiography,’ and extracts from the 
‘Journal to Stella,’ which the editor has 
supplemented with some of Swift’s letters 
during the Harley administration, and the 
letter to Lord Bolingbroke written a few 
days after the queen’s death. 

The third part is headed “ Stella and 
Vanessa.” It includes the poem of ‘ Cadenus 
and Vanessa,’ with a selection from the 
Vanhomrigh correspondence. We are glad 
that Mr. Lane-Poole mentions that the last 
ten lines of the poem are of doubtful authen- 
ticity. In the commentary on this painful 
episode in Swift’s life we notice some 
mysterious allusions to “secret meetings” 
and ‘stolen joys,” which appear to hint at 
grave improprieties. We prefer, however, 
to assume that we have mistaken the editor’s 
meaning, and that no such suggestions were 
intended. 

The third part ends with two letters to 
Sheridan, written when Swift, himself in 
wretched health, was daily expecting to learn 
the death of the woman of whom he wrote 
on the evening of her death as “ the truest, 
most virtuous, and valuable friend that I, 
or perhaps any other person, was ever 
blessed with.” 

Swift’s conduct to Stella is in some re- 
spects indefensible; but we cordially agree 
with Mr. Lane-Poole’s remarks on the sub- 
ject (p. 165) :— 

‘* But this much may be said in reply to those 
who hold Swift’s conduct to Stella to have been 
cruel, that few women have been better loved 
than Hester Johnson, and none by a heart whose 
devotion was better worth having. Stella her- 
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self would not have changed her lot with the 
happiest wife in Christendom.” 


The remainder of the volume is composed 
of Swift’s ‘‘ Letters to his Friends.” The 
editor was right to choose letters from those 
addressed to illustrious names like Pope and 
Gay, Bolingbroke and Harley. The selec- 
tion has been made with care and judgment, 
and, where it was feasible, the letters have 
been collated with the originals. This por- 
tion of the work requires little criticism, 
and the remarks we shall have to make are 
comparatively unimportant. 

The curious letter to Sir William Temple, 
first published by Mr. Locker in ‘ Patchwork,’ 
might fairly be included in the selection. 
It is interesting and little known, but per- 
haps Mr. Lane-Poole as a zealous admirer 
is unwilling to publish a letter written by 
Swift in suppliant terms, which must have 
cost that proud spirit intolerable anguish. 
We should certainly have been glad to see 
Swift’s last letter to Steele, the closing words, 
in the way of personal communication, of 
the controversy between these two remark- 
able men. The quarrel was never made up. 
This letter is a fine example of the dignified 
and impressive style which the writer could 
assume when occasion required it. The 
letters to Sheridan are of interest as show- 
ing a peculiar phase of the dean’s mind, but 
fewer of them would have answered the 
purpose, and the editor might have given 
us in their place one or two more of those 
addressed to Alderman Barber. Some of 
these letters of Swift to his ‘very good 
and old friend” are in their manner as 
touching as anything in the language, and 
the two selected by Mr. Lane-Poole are 
good specimens. Of the dean’s friendships 
none was more enduring or more faithfully 
returned than that for John Barber. The 
acquaintance appears to have begun early 
in 1711. The first allusion to it that we 
ean remember occurs in the ‘Journal to 
Stella,’ January 4th,1710/11: ‘I dined with 
people that you never heard of, nor is it 
worth your while to know ; an authoress and 
a printer.” Swift’s companions were Mrs. 
Manley and Barber. The last letter of this 
interesting correspondence is dated April 
19th, 1739. Barber, who was younger than 
Swift, died, more than four years before 
his friend, in January, 1741. 

The letter to Patty Blount (p. 201) is a 
delightful specimen of the dean’s playful 
manner, thoroughly characteristic of the 
writer, and full of cordiality and kindness. 
It has, moreover, a peculiar interest. It 
was written shortly after Stella’s death, 
and it shows Swift’s strange power of mas- 
tering his feelings, and his morbid dread of 
displaying his grief, even before those whom 
he loved and respected. There is a slight 
difference between the letter as given in 
this volume and the version of it in the 
Eighth Report (Appendix, part iii.) of the 
Historical MSS. Commission, but the dif- 
ference is unimportant. The original is in 
the Marlborough collection. 

The notes are scarcely satisfactory. An 
editor is, of course, limited by his space, but 
this portion of the task might have been 
better performed. Swift’s letters and the 
‘Journal to Stella’ require careful notes, 
and they should be illustrated with quota- 
tions frem contemporary writers and de- 





scriptions of the social customs of the day. 
To furnish this information a thorough 
knowledge of the literature of that period 
is indispensable. Mr. Lane-Poole has made 
himself well acquainted with the works of 
Swift, but he does not appear equally con- 
versant with the works of Swift’s contem- 
poraries. Yet notwithstanding any short- 
comings that may be discovered, the selec- 
tions form an attractive volume. Those 
who know and love their Swift will find 
here, in a convenient form, specimens of 
that clear, manly style in which the writer 
was unsurpassed. Others, not familiar with 
the subject, will possess in this volume the 
means of easily acquiring some knowledge 
of the great satirist. 








A History of German Literature. By W. 
Scherer. Translated from the Third 
German Edition by Mrs. F. C. Conybeare. 
Edited by F. Max Miiller. 2 vols. (Ox- 
ford, Clarendon Press.) 

Ir is seldom that a translation of a work 

of such importance as the present is laid 

before the public unaccompanied by any- 
thing in the shape of preface or introduction. 

The omission is on several grounds to be 

regretted. In the first place the English 

public has a right to be informed what is 
the nature and extent of the editorial func- 
tions which Prof. Max Miiller has discharged 
in connexion with the book. On this ques- 
tion an examination of the work itself throws 
little light. All that is certain is that the 
professor, whose mastery of style is equally 
admirable in English and in German, has 
not so interpreted his duty as to undertake 
any thorough revision of the translation. 
The translation, indeed, is not without con- 
siderable merit. It reads smoothly enough, 
and it is seldom that we are reminded by 
any awkwardness of phrase or the reten- 
tion of a foreign idiom that the work was 
not first written in English. A comparison 
with the original text, however, shows that 
the remarkable animation and picturesque- 
ness of Prof. Scherer’s style have to a 
great extent disappeared. What is still 
worse, Mrs. Conybeare has frequently 
evaded the difficulties of her task by 
omitting or materially abridging such pas- 
sages as could not readily be reduced 
to English idiom. We shall quote only 
one example, which is selected not be- 
cause it is worse than many others which 
we have observed, but simply because it can 
be exhibited without any inconveniently 
great expenditure of space. After saying 
that the character of Peter Schlemihl in 

Chamisso’s famous story is in some sort 

intended as a portraiture of the author 

himself, Prof. Scherer continues :— 

**Man braucht das aber gar nicht zu wissen, 
um der deutlichen und glatten, ungesuchten 
und scheinbar kunstlosen, iiberall echt episch 
vorwarts fiihrenden Erzahlung mit Interesse zu 
folgen und irgend etwas Symbolisches darin zu 
ahnen, sei es auch nur dass man sich an die 
Thatsache erinnert fiihle, wie oft Reichthiimer 
mit unreinen Handen erworben werden, wie 
leicht das ‘ Nichts der Ehre’ dabei verloren 
gehe und den Menschen aus der Gesellschaft 
ausstosse.” 


Mrs. Conybeare’s rendering of this whole 
passage is as follows :— 


‘But it is not necessary to be acquainted 
with this fact in order to follow with interest 





the clear and simple narratives [sic], and even to 
discover some symbolical signification in it.” 
The motive for the omission of the con- 
cluding sentences of the paragraph it is hard 
to conjecture, unless, indeed, it be that Prof. 
Scherer’s view of the purport of Chamisso’s 
‘symbolism ” did not meet with the trans- 
lator’s approval. Other instances of this 
objectionable mode of procedure may be 
found in the passages relating to Tieck 
and the Schlegels (vol. ii. pp. 264-5 of the 
translation); and even the eloquent reflec- 
tions with which the book concludes have 
been subjected to the same sort of treatment, 
to the detriment not only of their felicity of 
expression, but also of their intelligibility. 
If Mrs. Conybeare considered herself at 
liberty to leave out or to condense portions 
of the original work whenever she chose, 
she ought to have given the reader fair 
warning. It is true that our references 
have been made to the second German edi- 
tion (1883), while the translation is based 
upon the third. But we think we may safely 
venture to assume that Prof. Scherer has not 
deliberately mutilated his own work. 

The freedom which the translator has 
assumed in dealing with her author’s text 
renders it difficult for a critic to lay his 
finger on any definite instances of mistrans- 
lation. We have, however, observed two 
or three verbal misrenderings which betray 
an imperfect mastery of German idiom. 
In chap. xiii. the author is made to cha- 
racterize certain works of the eighteenth 
century—Moritz’s ‘Anton Reiser’ amongst 
them—as ‘‘ feigned autobiographies.” The 
original has versteckte Autobiographien, “‘ dis- 
guised autobiographies” (i.e. real autobio- 
graphies in the guise of novels), which is a 
very different thing. In chap. x. the poet 
Johann Lauremberg is quoted as saying, 
‘¢Meine Reime sind go schlecht und recht, 
wie die rauhe Miitze, die meine Grossmutter 
triigt.”’ The translator stumbles over the 
familiar phrase ‘‘schlecht und recht” (which 
means ‘‘plain and homely,” ‘free from 
pretence”), and renders the sentence as 
follows: ‘‘My rhymes are as bad or as good 
as the rough cap which my grandmother 
wears.” We have not made any systematic 
attempt to test the accuracy of Mrs. Cony- 
beare’s translation; but an examination of 
a few passages, which for one special reason 
or another we felt called upon to compare 
with the original, has shown that it is 
scarcely entitled to all the confidence which 
the apparent guarantee by Prof. Max Miiller 
is likely to inspire. 

Notwithstanding the brilliant reputation 
which Prof. Scherer enjoys in his own 
country, his name is far less known to the 
English public than those of many writers 
of smaller mark. It would, therefore, have 
been well if this English translation of his 
‘History’ had been accompanied by some 
notice of the author, and of the nature of 
his claim to be regarded as an authority on 
his subject. As this has not been done, the 
reviewer of the book has laid upon him the 
duty of furnishing such information as is 
usually contained in a translator’s preface. 
We accept the task with the less reluctance 
that we have nothing to say of Prof. Scherer 
but what is favourable. There is certainly 
no other living man who possesses in an 
equal degree the ‘‘combination of opposite 
qualities”? which is desirable in an historian 
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of German literature. He is at once a philo- | however, occasionally some inconvenient de- 


logist of the school of Miillenhoff and a 
literary critic of the school of Gervinus, and 
has at the same time a gift of attractive 
popular exposition which neither of those 
distinguished men possessed. On the lan- 
guage and literature of the Old and the 
Middle High German periods he writes 
with the authority of a specialist, and he 
has also distinguished himself in the widely 
different field of Goethe criticism and the 
literary history of Goethe’s early years. 
Amongst Prof. Scherer’s special merits may 
be mentioned his remarkable freedom from 
the paltry local prejudices which are so con- 
spicuous (and to foreigners often so ludi- 
crous) in the writings of German literary 
critics—a characteristic which may in some 
degree be connected with the fact that he 
has held the chair of literature in succession 
at Vienna, Strasburg, and Berlin. Some of 
Prof. Scherer’s earlier writings exhibit a 
certain fondness for bold and paradoxical 
theorizing; but in the present work he 
seems to have endeavoured, and on the 
whole successfully, to keep this tendency in 
check. 

The ‘History of German 
which began to appear in a 
in 1880, has received from 
and the press in Germany a recognition 
in accordance with its merits, although it 
has been sneered at as ‘‘magazine criti- 
cism” by those who regard all popular 
writing on subjects of scholarship as a pro- 
fanation of the sacred mysteries of ‘‘science.’’ 
It begins (gemino ab ovo, as hostile critics 
will probably have said) with the earliest 
appearance of the Teutonic peoples on the 
stage of history, and ends, after the example 
of Gervinus, with the death of Goethe, 
though Prof. Scherer by no means shares 
Gervinus’s contempt for the German writers 
of later date. Notwithstanding its moderate 
size—the English translation contains 735 
pages, exclusive of the appendix—the work

is, within its chronological limits, wonder- 
fully complete, nearly every known German 
writer being noticed at greater or less 
length, with something like due proportion 
to his celebrity or importance. In a 
note prefixed to the appendix in the second 
German edition, but omitted in the Eng- | 
lish translation, Prof. Scherer explains | 
that his original intention was to write a | 
history of German poetry only, and that, | 
although he has enlarged his plan, he has | 
still regarded the imaginative literature as 
forming the main thread of his subject. | 
The scientific and historical writers, how- 
ever, so far as their work has any literary 
interest, are by no means overlooked; in- 
deed, many of them seem to have received 
fuller notice than is usually accorded to 
them in works on literary history. Although 
the style of the book may be objected to as 
being sometimes too rhetorical and allusive, 
there can be no question of the author’s 
success in retaining his hold on the reader’s 
attention, even in the most unattractive por- | 
tions of the history. 

Prof. Scherer is seen at his best in the 
first seven chapters, which deal with the | 
Old and the Middle High German literature. | 
The character of this literature and its rela- 
tion to the national life of the time have | 
perhaps never before been described with | 
so much accuracy and vividness. There is, | 


parture from chronological order—an un- 
prepared reader might, for instance, be led 
to suppose that the ‘Wessobrunner Gebet’ 
was far more ancient than the ‘ Hildebrands- 
lied’—and it is not always possible to ac- 
cept the author’s ingenious theories. The 
first sentence in the book is open to dispute, 
as it is based on Miillenhoff’s supposed de- 
monstration that Guttones, the name of the 
German people visited by Pytheas, is a mis- 
reading for Teutones. The speculations 
respecting the origin of the Teutonic pan- 
theon, which arealso derived from Miillenhoff, 
rest on a slender foundation of evidence, 
and we fail to recognize Prof. Scherer’s 
accustomed sagacity when he suggests that 
such names as Siegfried and Brunhild have 
a solar signification. Whatever may be the 
origin of the mythological element in the 
stories of these personages, it is surely 
obvious enough that their names, as names, 
are simply human and historical. Matters 
of this kind, however, are only slightly 
touched upon in the present work. The 
notices of the Nibelungen and the heroic 
cycle, and of the works of Wolfram von 
Eschenbach and Walther von der Vogel- 
weide, are of considerable length, and in 
all respects excellent. 

In his treatment of the Renaissance and 
Reformation periods Prof. Scherer does not 
seem to add much to the current popular 
conceptions on the subject. There is more 
evidence of original research when he comes 
to deal with the literature of the Thirty 
Years’ War and of the hundred years that 
followed its close. The hymn-writers and 
pietistic theologians of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries are treated at a length 
which is perhaps somewhat out of propor- 
tion to their intrinsic importance, although 
no doubt their indirect influence on the cul- 
ture of the succeeding age was greater than 
is commonly supposed. 

The three chapters which constitute the 
second volume of the English translation 
are devoted to the period embraced by 
Goethe’s lifetime. Here the author is on 
well-trodden ground, but his presentation 
of his subject gives evidence of sound and 
independent judgment and of careful original 
investigation. With the exception of Les- 
sing, whose literary activity stands apart, 
and is treated with the fulness which its 
importance demands, the other great figures 
of the period are exhibited chiefly in their 
relation to Goethe. While every noteworthy 
production, in whatever department of 
literature, receives its share of attention, 
the author has succeeded in producing an 
impression of unity of narration which speaks 
highly for his literary skill and his mastery 
of his complicated material. A large space 
is devoted to Goethe’s ‘ Faust’ considered as 
the expression of the poet’s own mind and 
of the spirit of the age which he repre- 
sented. The idea of Goethe’s self-portraiture 


| in ‘ Faust’ is, however, carried too far, and 


is followed out into sometimes almost ludi- 
crous minuteness of detail. Towards the 
contemporaries of Goethe’s old age Prof. 
Scherer is generally cordially appreciative 
—except in the case of Heine, with whom 
he has little sympathy. In spite, however, 
of his high estimate of some among the 
later writers, the author evidently appre- 
hends that German poetry (in accordance 


with his own fanciful notion of a six hun- 
dred years’ cycle) has entered on a period 
of prolonged decline, the cause of which he 
sees in the growing absorption of the nation 
in purely material interests. 

Appended to the book are a chronological 
table of German authors and their works, 
and a bibliography filling fifty pages of 
small type. 

We cordially welcome the appearance of 
this valuable work in an English dress, 
The defects which we have pointed out in 
the translation, while they are an injustice 
to Prof. Scherer’s reputation as a writer, do 
not sensibly affect the usefulness of the book 
as a repertory of information. In one re- 
spect the English edition is decidedly supe- 
rior to the original ; we refer to the marginal 
(or rather “inset ”) indications of the sub- 
jects of the paragraphs—a feature which 
we would recommend for imitation in the 
next German edition. 








TWO LOOKS ON THE ROAD. 
The Coaching Age. By Stanley Harris, 
(Bentley & Son.) 
A Drive through England; or, a Thousand 
Miles of Road Travel. By James John 
Hissey. (Same publishers.) 


To Mr. William Black belongs the credit of 
having pointed out to the present generation 
that the beauties of the varied landscape 
scenery of England are most enjoyed when 
leisurely beheld from a carriage. Forthwith 
multitudes caught at the idea. Numbers of 
people, summer by summer, now drivethrough 
some district abound‘ug in natural features 
of hill and water, picnicking or staying at 
inns as convenience suggests, and thereby 
gain much health and a larger apprecia- 
tion of their own country. Regret is 
occasionally expressed by such summer 
travellers for the good old days of the 
coaches, when England could be explored 
from end to end behind prancing horses in 
full view of all that was picturesque. The 
particulars of those days have already faded 
away from remembrance. It would puzzle 
fairly educated men to tell at what rate 
coaches used to travel, how they were main- 
tained, what staff of horses was necessary 
for a mail-coach, and what were the main 
lines of communication in times that seem 
now almost as far removed from many 
of us as is the Civil War. Mr. Harris 
has set himself, in a former meritorious 
work on the ‘coaching days” and in 
his new book, to remedy this ignor- 
ance. He now collects many statistics of 
coaching which must please all who re- 
member those far-off days, and much float- 
ing lore connected with coachmen, horses, 
guards, and the like, which cannot fail to 
amuse every one who loves driving. He 
has summoned Mr. Sturgess to assist him, 
and in sixteen capital plates that artist has 
depicted as many phases of the coaching 
times. These show a younger generation 
many of the pleasures, the hardships, and 
the perils of travelling on the top of a coach. 
Mr. Sturgess’s night scenes are particularly 
well drawn. ‘Making Way for the Mail’ 
and ‘Guided Out of London by Torches’ 
are admirable ; while his picture of a coach 











crossing a barren moor in the teeth of a 
“ pelting blast ” is true to life. 
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It is as well to bear in mind that the 

discomforts of winter travelling on the top 
of acoach may easily culminate in a disaster. 
Here is an instance. It was a very 
foggy night, and an old coachman on his 
way to town, seeing several men and lights 
before him, suddenly pulled up his team 
near Hounslow Heath. The leaders of the 
Exeter mail, which was before him, 
*‘had come in contact with a hay-cart on its 
way to London, which caused them to turn 
suddenly round, break the pole, and blunder 
down a steep embankment, at the bottom of 
which was a narrow deep ditch filled with water 
and mud. The mail-coach pitched on the top 
of a willow-tree that overhung the ditch; the 
coachman and outside passengers were thrown 
over into the meadow beyond,*and the horses 
went into the ditch. The unfortunate wheelers 
were drowned or smothered in the mud. There 
were two inside passengers who were extricated 
with some difficulty, but fortunately no one was 
injured. I shall never forget the scene. There 
were about a dozen men from the powder mills 
trying to render assistance, and with their black 
faces, each bearing a torch in his hand, they 
presented a curious spectacle. This happened 
about 1840.” 

It will surprise many who now drive over 
a wide district without finding a turnpike 
to hear that in the palmy days of the coaches, 
say from 1830 to 1840, the cost of turnpikes 
was estimated by some of the large coach 
proprietors at no less a sum than 11s. 6d. a 
mile a month. About ten miles an hour 
may be taken as the average pace of a coach, 
although the mails and some fast coaches 
ran at a greater speed. Mr. Harris tells a 
story of eight miles having been once run by 
a coach in a few seconds over twenty minutes. 
This was while two coaches were racing, and 
he doubts its accuracy. At any rate three 
of the horses never again came out of the 
stable. The celebrated Capt. Barclay once 
drove the Edinburgh mail throughout to 
London, being 397 miles, in forty-five hours 
and a half. Some amusing anecdotes of 
what was known as ‘‘shouldering” are 
here related. This generation requires to 
be informed that the expression meant in 
coaching days allowing more than the 
number the coach was authorized to carry 
to ride in or upon it. Of course such a per- 
mission meant extra fees and payment to 
the coachman and guard, and was a direct 
fraud on the proprietors. If some virtues 
have died out in modern times, it is a com- 
fort to think that some forms of vice have 
also disappeared. The long-distance day 
coaches used to run between 100 and 125 
miles, until Sherman, about 1825, began to 
send the ‘‘ Wonder” to Shrewsbury, that is, 
158 miles. This he subsequently exceeded 
with the well-known ‘“ Telegraph” coach, 
which used to run to Exeter. Later, again, 
the ‘‘ Manchester Telegraph”? was wont to 
perform its journey of 186 miles in the day. 

Enough has been said to recommend ‘The 
Coaching Age’ to all lovers of driving and 
of the past. Its reminiscences will, as we 
have said, please a large circle of readers, 
but the history of coaches and coaching 
has yet to be written. 

Mr. Hissey’s sketches are the best part of 
his book. He drove his phaeton one summer, 
“afew years ago,” through North-Eastern 
England to Moffat, and returned by Car- 
lisle to London. We gather from a cer- 
tain Transatlantic mode of viewing things, 








from a tree being called ‘“‘a remarkable 
specimen of arboreous growth,” and, above 
all, from the phrase “‘ having a good time,” 
that Mr. Hissey is an American. As such 
many sights on his journey and many his- 
torical facts struck him as novel which are 
familiar enough to any one who knows but 
a little of his native land. He is quite right, 
however, in asserting that railways have 
deprived the present generation of many 
rural delights. ‘For thorough enjoy- 
ment,” he says, “‘and properly seeing the 
country through which one journeys, I can 
imagine nothing half so perfect as the old 
mail-coach, and after that a phaeton perhaps 
stands next, though some distance behind.” 
The chief towns and the picturesque 
villages at which he stopped on his trip are 
pleasantly, but superficially described. These, 
with lengthy and somewhat florid details of 
weather and scenery, make up some 380 
pages. Occasionally we demur to his facts. 
The Via Gellia was certainly not ‘‘con- 
structed by a certain Mr. Gellia and called 
after him.” We are glad to say that, owing 
mainly to the action of the Duke of Suther- 
land and other Northern proprietors, eagles 
are now not ‘‘ extremely scarce articles in 
Great Britain.” Mr. Hissey has a firm, if 
somewhat old-fashioned belief in Druids, 
and ascribes to them the ancient stone 
monuments of the country. His preference 
of Derwentwater among the English lakes 
is sound; but one who must have seen 
Niagara should hardly write: ‘In a half- 
mournful cadence from the southern shore 
came the musical sounds of the falling 
waters of the cataract of Lodore.” Few 
Englishmen would thus describe Lodore. 
Mr. Hissey does not say that Murray’s 
familiar guide was in his hands as he passed 
through Yorkshire, but his pages tell it 
unmistakably. At Wharncliffe Lodge he 
quotes an opinion of Lady M. W. Montagu; 
so does Murray. At Halifax he dilates on 
the gibbet and a true adage connected with 
the town; so does Murray. At Skipton 
Castle, again, there are strong traces of the 
handbook, and again at Harewood, and at 
Giggleswick again. But this dishing up of 
an excellent handbook is most conspicuous 
at Bolton Priory. In three pages Mr. 
Hissey quotes three bits of poetry (one of 
them extending to a dozen lines); reference 
to Murray discovers these same verses 
quoted within a similar number of pages. 
After this we take leave of a pleasant, but 
pretentious piece of book-making.

Certain articles in a contemporary are, it 

seems, responsible for the aberration from 

right which forms the trial and redemption 
of a nature so direct and self-sacrificing az 

Hester Carnsew’s. Given an old man, sink- 

ing gradually into dotage, influenced by a 

scoundrelly kinsman to alter his dispositions 

so as to supplant the legitimate descendants; 
an elder sister ready to sacrifice herself to an 
uncongenial marriage in order to save the 








old acres to the family; a young one pas- 
sionately alive to the necessity of preventing 
this catastrophe—given also the disbelief 
engendered in an active mind by the poor 
platitudes of a spiritual guide—and we have 
the motives which urged a girl of seventeen 
to attempt, by the process called in a certain 
controversial correspondence ‘‘ euthanasia,”’ 
the murder of the living obstacle to the well- 
being of an ancient family. The discussion 
on the subject among the three girls of the 
Carnsew family is worth reading, as is most 
of the dialogue in this easily-moving narra- 
tive. ‘‘I suppose they consider it [eutha- 
nasia | one of the first problems to be worked 
out in the solution of the great social sum of 
how to make one bear his own burden, and 
no part of anybody’s else.’’ Of the selfish- 
ness of this view Hester becomes persuaded, 
after having endured mental tortures in 
three parts of the globe, and nearly wrecked 
with her first love all chance of happiness. 
As we have said, the dialogue is good; and 
good also are the glimpses of Cornish and 
South African scenery. It is satisfactory, 
no doubt, to find that old Mr. Carnsew did 
not live to die of the poison, but it should 
not have needed that to unite Bevil’s life 
with Hester’s. 

The obvious remark inspired by the 
perusal of ‘The Story of Catherine,’ that 
it is very true to nature, is hardly a sufficient 
warrant for its success. The absence of a 
strong character, for good or evil, is felt 
throughout the story. Catherine is a true 
type of devoted and tenacious womanhood, 
but it is not enough to feel sorry for a 
heroine, and none of the other characters 
excites more than a moderate interest or 
repugnance. 

Outside Russia the name of Fedor Dos- 
toiefisky was till lately almost unknown. 
An English translation of his ‘Ten Years’ 
Penal Servitude’ was published, it is 
true, not long ago; but for one who has 
heard of him there are a thousand who 
are acquainted with the work of Tour- 
guénief. Yet Dostoiefisky is one of the 
most remarkable of modern writers, and 
his book, translated into French by M. 
Victor Derély, is one of the most moving of 
modern novels. It is the story of a murder 
and of the punishment which dogs the 
murderer ; and its effect is unique in fiction. 
It is realism, but such realism as M. Zola and 
his followers do not dream of. The reader 
knows the personages—strange, grotesque, 
terrible personages they are—more inti- 
mately than if he had been years with them 
in the flesh. He is constrained to live 
their lives, to suffer their tortures, to scheme 
and resist with them, exult with them, weep 
and laugh and despair with them; he 
breathes the very breath of their nostrils, 
and with the madness that comes upon them 
he is afflicted evenasthey. This sounds ex- 
travagant praise, no doubt; but only to those 
who have not read the volume. To those who 
have, we are sure that it will appear rather 
under the mark than otherwise. Every one 
has read the pages in which Dickens has 
dealt with the murder of Montague Tigg 
and the agony of Jonas Chuzzlewit. The 
effect of ‘Le Crime et le Chitiment’ is 
more poignant and devouring ; and it is some 
six hundred pages long. To analyze such 
a work in detail is manifestly impossible. 
Every incident—and there are many—is 
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worthy of comment; every character—and 
there is at least a dozen—would furnish the 
matter of a long discourse. All we can do 
in this place is to remark upon the strange 
completeness of the book as a work of art ; 
to describe, however imperfectly and inade- 
quately, the extraordinary nature of its 
peculiar quality and the incomparable 
potency of its peculiar effect; and to note 
that, in spite of its sordid subject and the 
sense of grinding misery which informs it 
throughout, its teaching is in the main 
ennobling and good. It is absolutely non- 
political; and, if we accept it as a true 
picture—and apparently we have no choice 
—it is the best and fullest explanation of 
Nihilism in existence. 








PHILOLOGICAL BOOKS, 


Anecdota Oxoniensia. —Classical Series, Vol. I. 
Part V. Harleian MS. 2610, Ovid's Metamor- 
phoses, I. II. II. 1-622; XXIV. Latin Epi- 
grams from Bodleian or other MSS. ; Latin Glosses 
on Apollinaris Sidonius from MS. Digby 172. 
Collated and edited by Robinson Ellis, LL.D. 
(Oxford, Clarendon Press. )—Students of Ovid’s 
‘Metamorphoses’ will be thankful for the colla- 
tion of the Harleian MS. 2610 (A), as it gives 
several unique and valuable readings, e.g., I. 
730, circuit for ‘‘terruit”; II. 183, Iam genus 
agnoscit [read agnosci] piget, for ‘* lam cognosse 
genus piget”; II. 691, tenwit for ‘‘ timuit.” The 
spelling is also good. The glosses on Sidonius 
comprise some interesting early French and Eng- 
lish words, e.g., “‘ ceparum .i. vinnuns,” IV. 7 
(p. 42); “ philomela ‘ Russenole,’” II. 2 (p. 36); 
I. 5 (p. 30); ‘‘alternante entrecaniant...... 
entrecangant,” ib. (p. 31). Especially note- 
worthy is “cirrus Romanice ‘loc, ” II. 2 (p. 36), 
suggesting that the French loque was in the 
twelfth century used in the sense ‘‘ lock of hair.” 
The form celte, celtis=chisel, is given VII. 3 
(p. 30). This has been wanted, we believe, for 
some time. Of the hitherto unedited epigrams 
(about twenty in number), nearly half, in- 
cluding the two which Dr. Ellis admires most, 
might without disadvantage have been left in 
manuscript, as their literary merit does not 
make amends for the general unsavouriness of 
the matter. The broken echoes of more vigorous 
verse may have some interest as illustrations of 
the phenomena of decadence, but are intrinsic- 
ally valueless. No. XIV. is, perhaps, worthy 
of perusal, but our readers can judge for them- 
selves :— 

Q do Aristoteles fecit Alerandrum recedere ab Athenis, 
Magnus Alexander bellum mandarat Athenis, 

Infestus populo totius urbis erat. 

Ibat Aristoteles caute temptare tyrannum, 

Si prece uir tantus flectere posset eum. 

Quem procul intuitus, sceptrum capitisque coronam 

Testans, ‘‘non faciam si qua rogabis” ait, 

Mutat Aristoteles causam subtiliter, urbem 

Obsideat, frangat mcenia Marte, petit. 
Peenituit iurasse ducem, bellumque roganti 

Dat pacem, lusus calliditate uiri. 

The volume is, we need hardly say, carefully 
edited, though on p. ix, after conpenso, *‘ nouis- 
sima ” is a misquotation for brewissima. 

The Edipus Tyrannus of Sophocles. By B. H. 
Kennedy, D.D. With a Commentary contain- 
ing Notes from the Manuscript of the late T. H. 
Steel, M.A. (Cambridge, Deighton, Bell & 
Co.; London, Bell & Sons. )—The Hdipus Tyran- 
nus of Sophocles, Translated into English Prose 
by B. H. Kennedy, D.D. (Same publishers.) 
—The new edition is far more exhaustive 
than Dr. Kennedy’s former edition of the same 
play, and the translation is quite new. The 
preface, commentary, and excursuses embody 
the controversial arguments directed against 
Prof. Jebb, which we have already noticed in 
our review of ‘Studia Sophoclea,’ part ii. In 
fact the raison d’étre of the publication seems 
to be the castigation of Dr. Jebb for having been 
so tasteless, so crass, so perverse, as to “‘ oppose 
all” Dr. Kennedy's pet “interpretations.” The 
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senior scholar’s Christian spirit is evinced by his 
actually accepting two out of the nine correc- 
tions for which his erring junior has taken credit, 
viz. Bacavifwy, v. 493; domep idAcuov xéewr, 
v. 1218, though these acts of grace are balanced 
by the announcement that in three cases out of 
the nine and as to v. 815 Prof. Jebb had been 
anticipated. As most scholars have agreed with 
Prof. Jebb in questioning most, if not all of Dr. 
Kennedy’s favourite suggestions, it is clear that 
Prof. Jebb was perfectly justified in rejecting 
them and that Dr. Kennedy’s virtuous indigna- 
tion is quite unreasonable and almost ridiculous. 
The fact is that a large majority of the difficulties 
which have provoked these startling differences 
of opinion between two such distinguished 
scholars afford room for divergence of opinion. 
With respect to the rest, wherever grammatical 
or exegetical principles are at stake Dr. Kennedy 
seems, at least, to establish a very strong case 
in support of his view, e.g., as to the force of 
p) ov, V. 13; the dependence of the absolute ws 
clause, v. 11; the correctness of pucoipny, v. 72; 
the force of ws yivn, v. 1078. The same may 
be said with respect to the accurate interpreta- 
tion of words, e.g., EvvadAayais, v. 34—visita- 
tions or interventions ; kdA vf. éyxdpross, v. 25 
=fruit-encircling buds ; idetpze, v. 785, it sank 
deeper and deeper into [my mind]. When, how- 
ever, questions of literary instinct and taste are 
involved Prof. Jebb’s views often bear the palm, 
or, at any rate, divide the honours. Of the two 
translations Dr. Kennedy’s is the more accurate 
and useful to students, Prof. Jebb’s the more 
facile and elegant. The pains Dr. Kennedy has 
bestowed on this one play, and his vast resources, 
including Mr. Steel’s valuable notes, have 
rendered it inevitable that he should be able 
to correct and supplement Prof. Jebb’s admir- 
able edition in many particulars, so that it seems 
a little ungenerous for him to engage in con- 
troversy and rivalry with a younger member of 
his own university. We venture to say that 
Dr. Kennedy’s facility in composing Sophoclean 
Greek makes him a little too ready to alter the 
manuscript readings—a tendency which is to be 
regretted, as he in consequence encourages less 
competent critics to be a great deal too ready to 
tamper with classical texts. 

LopoxAéovs *Avrvydvy peta KpitixOv tro- 
pvnpatuv év’AOjvats turos Arrixod Movaeiov. 
(Nutt.)—The anonymous editor is well read in 
the classical literature of his country and in the 
foreign commentators upon the same. He shows 
much ingenuity in altering the traditional texts, 
but his dissatisfaction with them reminds us of 
Bentley’s drastic treatment of Milton. We find 
préypa [MSS. p6éypa], entirely altering the 
sense, v. 354; tedv, Zev, Sivacw tis avdpov 
imépBios av [MSS. trepBacia] xardoyor, v. 
604; tvxn yap dpOoi Kai tvyn KaTaTpere 
[MSS. xarappérec], v. 1158 ; re(pa [MSS. yipq] 
To ppoveiv édtdaéav, v. 1353. One of the most 
plausible suggestions is wAaf{oyévwy [MSS. 
amtAw(o)péevwv, tadtrouévwv, one in margin 
iAAopérwv] dpotpwv Eros eis Eros, v. 342. The 
text is so delightfully printed that it is a great 
pity to have incorporated so many innovations. 
The conservative school of critics will find it 
useless, and each member of the schoo] which 
reconstructs classical texts ad libitum in most 
cases prefers his own conjectures to those of any 
one else. The golden rule for the editing of 
classical texts is never to depart from the MSS. 
unless they are wrong beyond all possibility of 
doubt. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE, 


Mr. R. L. Srevenson’s proved ability in the 
invention of exciting stories is by no means at 
fault in his Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde (Longmans & Co.). It is certainly a very 


strange case, and one which would be extremely 
difficult to see through from the beginning. It 
has also the first requisite of such a story—it is 
extremely clearly narrated, and it holds one’s 





interest. It overshoots the mark, however, by 
being not merely strange, but impossible, and 
even absurd when the explanation is given. So 
good an artist in fanciful mysteries as Mr, 
Stevenson should have avoided the mistake of 
a lengthy rationalization which in the nature of 
things is no rationalization at all. In the effective 
part of the story two points strike the reader as 
weak : the first incident which is meant to show 
the diabolical character of Mr. Hyde is in- 
adequate, and the terms of Dr. Jekyll’s will 
would have been inoperative. Mr. Stevenson 
has overlooked the fact that a man’s will does 
not come into force until he is dead, and that 
the fact that he has not been heard of for three 
months would not enable his executor to carry 
out his testamentary directions. 

Two volumes have been sent to us by Messrs, 
Kegan Paul & Co.: Mr. Cotton’s New India; 
or, India in Transition, and Mr. W. 8. Blunt’s 
Ideas about India. They may be bracketed 
together as choice samples of the criticism which 
aims at handling Indian subjects mainly from 
the Indian as opposed to the Anglo-Indian 
point of view. The former volume is specially 
remarkable as the utterance of one who prides 
himself on being a member of that great Indian 
Civil Service to which his father and grand- 
father belonged before him. Mr. Cotton him- 
self has served as a Bengal civilian for nearly 
nineteen years—long enough to have gained 
some insight into the general working and the 
characteristic defects of our rule in India. That 
a spirit of devotion to the people among whom 
he has dwelt may coexist with all ‘‘ respect and 
loyalty to the Government” which he serves, is 
a postulate which no one but the mere official 
would reject. Of the manner in which Mr. 
Cotton conducts his pleading we can speak with 
entire approval. He writes with a calmness and 
moderation worthy of Sir Richard Temple him- 
self. On such points as the growing fitness of 
the natives for high office, and the duty of the 
Government to ‘‘be just and fear not” in its 
concessions to native demands, there is a close 
agreement between the two. On social and 
religious questions Mr. Cotton seems to be the 
more conservative. The action of the State, he 
holds, should henceforth be limited to encou- 
raging political progress in sympathy with the 
manifest growth of a true national sentiment 
throughout India. As warning instances of 
such a growth he points to ‘‘ the extraordinary 
enthusiasm” with which the natives of India 
united to pay farewell honours to Lord Ripon, 
to a like outburst on the death of Keshab 
Chandra Sen, and to the general display of 
loyalty in prospect of a Russian war. In the 
spread of this national spirit, which owes its 
birth to our own teaching, he foresees no real 
danger to our rule, if only we consent to move 
boldly forward on the path we lave been follow- 
ing for some time past. Mr. Wilfrid Blunt’s 
‘*ideas’”’ have already been ventilated in the 
Fortnightly Review. His volume opens with 
a preface, in which the author appeals from 
Anglo-Indian opinion to the native press and to 
recent events in support of all he has written 
about ‘‘native griefs and native aspirations.” 
He hopes much from Lord Randolph Churchill, 
but fears lest the insular politics of English 
Radicals should involve the premature abandon- 
ment of India to her own devices. In reply to 
previous attacks upon him and his ‘‘ ideas,” he 
denies that he visited India from any sense of 
personal grievance or any motive but an honest 
desire to learn the truth. Nor was that his first 
visit to a country where he had travelled five 
years before. The Governors of Madras, Bom- 
bay, and the North-West received him on his 
last visit with the kindest courtesy and talked 
matters over without reserve ; while Lord Ripon 
gave him his firm support in counteracting official 
intrigues at Haidarabad. The engraving oppo- 
site the title-page will afford some interest and 
amusement to those who read Mr. Blunt’s pages 
with due intelligence. 
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Miss Gatry has written an interesting memoir 
of her accomplished sister Mrs. Ewing, under 
the title of Juliana Horatia Ewing and her 
Books (Society for Promoting Christian Know- 
ledge), and has wisely added a bibliography of 
Mrs. Ewing’s writings. ‘A Flat Iron for a 
Farthing,’ ‘Six to Sixteen,’ ‘ Jackanapes,’ and 
some others of Mrs. Ewing's stories will not 
soon lose their popularity.—Messrs. Bell & 
Sons have sent us a cheap and well - printed 
edition of A Great Emergency, and other Tales, 
by Mrs. Ewing, making a very pleasant volume ; 
and also a popular issue of Mrs. Gatty’s charm- 
ing Parables from Nature in two shilling volumes. 


Works of reference still accumulate on our 
table. Our old friend Sir Bernard Burke sends 
us his valuable Dictionary of the Peerage and 
Baronetage (Harrison & Sons), the task of 
revising which has been made more arduous 
by the number of new creations. We are 
rather surprised at the terms in which Sir 
Bernard speaks of the Mar Peerage Act, for 
whatever opinions may be entertained as to the 
Mar peerage, the Act itself cannot be regarded 
by any antiquary as a satisfactory piece of 
work. Sir Bernard’s kindly feelings seem here 
to have got the better of his judgment as a 
herald. Messrs. Harrison also send us a useful 
and very cheap volume, The Service Almanack.— 
The Insurance Year-Book (Simpkin & Marshall) 
seems to be a rival to the ‘Insurance Blue- 
Book.’-—Messrs. Ward & Lock have published 
a useful Guide to the New House of Commons.

‘THE VICAR OF WAKEFIELD.’ 
Leytonstone, Jan, 13, 1886. 

I wap not intended to take any part in the 
discussion which has arisen respecting the dis- 
covery in the ‘‘ Collins account books” of the 
entries referring to ‘The Vicar of Wakefield, 
but as you and others appear to require some 
explanation of the loss shown in the accounts of 
the fourth edition, I trouble you with this com- 
munication. The only interpretation which I 
can place upon the accounts of the fourth edition 
is this, that the money returns from the sales of 
the first three editions were less by 2/. 16s. 6d. 
than the total cost of authorship, composing, 
printing, binding, advertising, and sundry ex- 
penses connected with the publication of the 
book. 

I cannot follow your correspondents into the 
maze of conjecture in which they are wander- 
ing with regard to the picturesque Johnson in- 
cident, nor can I attempt to reconcile Collins’s 
account books with the varying stories of Sir 
John Hawkins, Mrs. Piozzi, and others. These 
facts alone I know: three persons—namely, 
Collins, Strahan, and Newbery—bought the 
copyright of ‘The Vicar of Wakefield’ in 1762 
for 63l., and Collins sold his third share some 
years afterwards to Mr. Carnan for 5i. 5s., 
Strahan and Newbery apparently retaining their 
interest. 

It was no uncommon practice at that period 
for publishers to combine among themselves or 
with printers for the purchase of copyrights 
or for raising the capital for the publication of 
works of magnitude and importance. Traces of 
this practice may still be found in the “ share 
books” as they are called, which may yet be 
heard of in Paternoster Row, though they are 
fast dying out. ‘The Vicar of Wakefield’ was 
evidently one of these. Cuas. WELSH.

I THINK it best to set down clearly the main 
points under discussion. This is merely a ques- 
tion between “ proof-sheets” and a booklet. I 
hold that Byron caused Ridge to print certain 
pieces of poetry in a collected form somewhere 
about the spring of 1806. In one of these pieces 
there occurred a line which disappeared for ever 
in the second instalment or revision of verse, 
issued in August, 1806. I maintain that there 
was a distinct booklet issued in August, 1806— 
not for sale, but for distribution among a select 
few for whose good opinion Byron was anxious. 
No one will deny that Byron submitted certain 
poems to certain persons in August, 1806, 
but Mr. Buxton Forman and others say 
that those poems were on slips, and were 
merely disjecta membra intended for collec- 
tion in book form. While admitting that 
there is, at present, no corroborative evid- 
ence to support my theory that a copy of Byron’s 
juvenilia exists anterior in date to November, 
1806, there is not, on the other hand, any direct 
evidence against it. This point can only be 
decided by patient investigation, and I shall be 
found willing to admit my error at the proper 
time. Mr. Buxton Forman’s suggestion that 
my dates were drawn from the appendix to the 
English version of Elze’s ‘ Life’ is like saying 
that Johannes Andreas was indebted to Sale for 
his intimate knowledge of the Koran. I should 
have thought it sufficiently obvious that my 
dates were taken from Moore’s ‘ Life of Byron,’ 
a book which, with all its faults, is a text-book 
to the student, and must ever form the basis 
of Byronic biography. The letters which bear 
upon the question are numbered respectively 
3, 4, 5, 6, and 7, to which must be added a 
note enclosed in Pigot’s letter to his sister. 
In this note Mr. Buxton Forman will find the 
following words: ‘‘ You regretted, in a former 
letter, that my poems were not more extensive ; I 
now for your satisfaction announce that I have 
nearly doubled them, partly by the ~~ of 
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some I conceived to be lost, and partly by some 
new productions.” The exact date is not given, 
but there are grounds for supposing that this 
note was written about the middle of September, 
1806. Byron’s first mention of his poem ap- 
pears in the letter to Miss Pigot dated August 
10th, 1806. Here Byron speaks of the first line 
(of the poem on Newstead) running ‘ loud the 
winds whistle,” a circumstance which impels us 
to go back further for the line I have quoted. 
The word ‘ battlements” having already made 
its appearance, it was not likely to disappear 
from the poem in question. There is no doubt 
in my mind as to the existence of a booklet 
containing the line I have quoted, and I claim 
to have seen it in the possession of the late 
Mrs. Becher. I regret to say that Mr. Becher 
cannot help us much. Having communicated 
with him through a mutual friend, I received 
the following reply : ‘‘ Becher says that he has 
found two editioas, both published by Ridge, 
and both in 1807—one for the public, the other 
for private circulation—and in both the lines 
you quote run the same, viz.:— 

Through thy battlements, Newstead, the hollow winds 

whistle. 

He also says it is quite possible there may be 
some other copy which he is unable to find. He 
asks whether you could remember where the 
copy his mother showed you was, and what it 
was like outside.” 

I gather from these words that Mr. Becher 
is not himself aware of the extent of his Byronic 
treasures, a circumstance which yields the hope 
that the copy I have indicated may yet be 
found. Every one knows that Byron’s poems 
are supposed to have been issued thus :— 

(1) ‘Fugitive Pieces’ (the quarto of November, 
1806). 

(2) ‘Poems on Various Occasions’ (small 
octavo, 1807). 

(3) ‘Poems on Various Occasions’ (second 
edition, 1807). 

(4) ‘ Hours of Idleness.’ 

I am willing to admit that for all practical 
purposes a record of this order of issue would 
suffice. The only question is, Did Byron get 
Ridge to print a small collection of his pieces 
for distribution among his friends prior to 
August, 1806? On this subject Mr. Ridge 
writes to me: “ No trace remains whereby I can 
arrive at the information for which you ask ; 
all the old ledgers, files, and memoranda (the 
accumulation of many years) were destroyed 
about the year 1860, and I am confident that 
there were papers amongst them which would 
be of special interest at the present moment. 
eases I have not heard of an edition earlier than 
‘ Fugitive Pieces,’ and judge that the letter to 
Miss Pigot of August 10th, 1806, referred to 
proof-sheets which it is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose were forwarded by the printer (under the 
author’s instructions) for the lady’s perusal. It 
is only a supposition.” 

This matter may be unimportant, and I do not 
wish to inflict surmises upon the reader, but it 
seems to me to be highly improbable that Byron 
should have alluded to proof-sheets in the follow- 
ing manner (letter dated August 18th, to Mr. 
Pigot): ‘‘My Poetics you will pack up for the 
same place, and not even reserve a copy for 
yourself and sister, as I am about to give them 
an entire new form.” The old form was octavo ; 
the ‘‘ new form” was, of course, the quarto. 

In the Athenewm for December 26th Mr. 
Cronin says that, in his opinion, ‘‘no single 
poem of Byron’s jwvenilia was worked off separ- 
ately.” This is a point gained at all events. If 
no single poem was worked off separately, the 
poems sent to Miss Pigat and many other 
persons prior to and in the month of August 
were in a collected form. It occurs to me that 
in speaking of the Newstead copy as ‘‘ Col. Wild- 
man’s copy” Mr. Cronin is mistaken. Iam in- 
clined to think that the Newstead copy belonged 
originally to the Pigots or to some other South- 
well family, and that Col. Wildman was never

THERE is another edition of the 1807 ‘ Hours 
of Idleness’ which Mr. Forman does not 
enumerate in his account, and I believe it has 
never been tabulated in a bibliographical list. 
It passes in the trade as the large paper of 
the 1807 edition, but in fact it is printed with a 
different type and vignettes throughout the 
volume. The water-mark of the paper in both 
issues is 1806. The small paper measures 
uncut 7$in. by 4%in.; the other issue uncut 
8 in. by 5$ in. 

The key to recognize the two issues is, refer 
to the lowest line in the Errata, reverse of p. xiii. 
In the small paper it reads ‘£153 Note,” but in 
the large paper ‘‘ 163 Note.” 

I do not make any suggestion or comment, 
but state a fact, and agree with Mr. Forman 
that much confusion would cease if this rule was 
followed. Mr. Forman no doubt will give the 
explanation, 

I may mention that the second edition of 
the ‘Hours of Idleness,’ published by Sherwin, 
1820, has, oddly enough, two issues.

THE HARVARD CONTROVERSY. 
Treverbyn, Forest Hill, Jan. 1886. 

Wuen Mr. Drewett, who published my ‘ Old 
Southwark’ (W. D. of Mr. Hassam’s letter), told 
me of some American gentlemen seeking at St. 
Saviour’s memorials of John Harvard, I asked 
him to say for me that all my stores upon the 
subject were open, without any conditions, to 
their inspection. 

In my MS. index of materials I have some 
hundreds of old Southwark names—that of 
John Harvard is only one of many of these 
noteworthy people ; not the less the collection 
is, for an individual name, large. This had been 
the subject of conversation at Mr. Halliwell- 
Phillipps’s, some three or four years ago, between 
Mr. Henry Stevens and myself; since that time 
I have been continually adding to my notes. 

My reputation was good among the Americans. 
Col. Chester, in his review of my ‘Old South- 
wark,’ 1878, says that I seemed to know the 
great people of old Southwark ‘‘ not as shadowy 
ghosts, but as living men and women,” and 
that ‘‘the book was unquestionably one of the 
most charming of the day.” In testimony of 
personal respect he gave me his ‘ Westminster 
Abbey Registers,’ ‘‘ with his sincere regards.” 
Many copies of my book have been long in 
America. 

Mr. Hassam’s friends evidently made a mis- 
take in not taking the offer of seeing my stores, 
were they little or much, and they were guilty 
of discourtesy in leaving my offer without even 
athank you. Not quite without acknowledgment ; 
the words they left for me were, ‘‘ You are on 
the wrong quest or scent altogether.” Not until 
I had this contemptuous message did I proceed 
to put my materials in clear order for evolving 
the result, which I at once published in letters 
and ina pamphlet. Had these gentlemen seen 
my notes and scraps and gatherings, they would 
perforce have acknowledged that I had been on 
my line very successful, and if not conclusive (as 
Mr. Waters in his even now is not quite and abso- 
lutely conclusive), yet my evidence is of as great 
probability as most of the great business of the 
day and the conduct of nations are founded 
upon. And here I am content to place Sir James 
Paget’s idea of the value of accumulation of 
so many small items of corroborative evidence, 
of which my pamphlet is full, against Mr. 
Hassam’s, that I could never of myself have 
arrived at my conclusion. And it must not be 
forgotten that I never said I knew, but that I 
believed that John Harvard was the son of Robert 
Harvard of Southwark. My proof—if I may 
call it so—from the token-books is at this 
moment the only known account of the actual 





place of John Harvard's birth, and this belief 
of mine is, I believe, fully corroborated. 

Had Mr. Hassam’s friends responded rightly 
and courteously, I should have been per. 
mitted to know the lines, at least, of their dig. 
coveries, and should, as I do now with much 
pleasure, have acknowledged the great value of 
Mr. Waters’s work, and he would have been 
able -to say something pleasant of me and my 
work. They would have seen in my notes, made 
before I knew anything of them, Robert Har. 
vard, butcher, his position in the parish shown 
in scores of entries ; his first wife’s marriage and 
early death ; birth of children, including John, 
and William, not noticed by Mr. Waters ; deaths 
from plague in 1625 ; the site of Robert’s home 
when John was born (see the token books), the 
family home for twenty-five or twenty-seven 
years ; the fact that John, Thomas, and their 
mother are the only names not in the death list 
of our registers; the disappearance of these 
three from St. Saviour’s shown by the signifi- 
cant silence of the token-books after 1625 ; the 
entry of John Harvard at Emmanuel from Mid- 
dlesex, implying the direction of the flight from 
that dreadful house of death,—this, with much 
other illustrative matter, they could have seen 
in my notes, had they so pleased. Softening a 
little now from the first coarse assertion that 
I obtained my ‘‘ knowledge from a confidant of 
Mr. Waters, and had appropriated it without 
acknowledgment,” Mr. Hassam allows my 
“local knowledge, and that any supplemental 
matter I may find will deserve and receive due 
recognition in America.” 

Well, I have in my small pamphlet ‘ John 
Harvard,’ published by Mr. W. Drewett, of 
Borough High Street, Southwark, given a 
great deal of supplemental matter, and I have 
carefully distinguished all I learned from Mr. 
Waters from all that I, with much pleasing 
labour, obtained by myself alone. Certainly 
it will gratify me much to have this acknow- 
ledged in America, and will most effectually 
modify the past referred to below by the 
revered Dr. Ellis, of Boston. I have already 
denied that the ‘‘coarse assertion” had any 
foundation in fact, and cannot condescend to 
repeat that denial. In this condition of things 
the following expressions are beyond every- 
thing grateful to me. 

My friend Mr. Halliwell-Phillipps says of 
that denial: ‘‘ Nothing could be more dignified 
or better than your complete unanswerable 
answer.” Sir James Paget: ‘‘I congratulate 
you on your work. It is really one of the 
most remarkable examples of evidence gathered 
piecemeal and constructed into proof that I 
have ever heard or read of.” Mr. G. R. Nutter, 
president’s secretary, Harvard University: ‘‘ The 
president assures you of his sympathy,” and 
**hopes it will be found as you suggested, that 
no contradiction exists between the different 
versions, but that they supplement each other.” 
Dr. George E. Ellis, Massachusetts Historical 
Society, Boston: ‘‘I regret exceedingly the 
discourtesy with which your generous labours 
have been treated. I have suggested a recog- 
nition of the discoveries about Harvard recently 
made.” Dr. Bowditch, of Boston: ‘‘I think 
the accusations are fully met in the most gen- 
tlemanly level-headed manner. I do not see any 
person who thinks otherwise.” 

I hope your readers will excuse this egotism ; 
but when a man is attacked in the way I have 
been, he must say something for himself.

‘THE PALACE AND THE HOSPITAL.’ 
Clifton, Jan. 1886. 
Some of your readers may like to know de- 
finitely to whom the first church at Greenwich 
was dedicated. I originally thought, from the 
local traditions, that this saint might be King 
Alfred or St. Alphege, and in the catalogue of 
the inquisitions the name given is Saint Alfred 
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(Sancti Alfredi). To remove doubt I proceeded 
to examine the document containing the words, 
and, to be more safe, consulted an expert. 

We came to the conclusion that the name was 
Alfridis, a female saint (Sanctz Alfridis). On 
finding that there was a Saxon saint of that 
name the question was settled beyond dispute. 

It certainly appears to me that this docu- 
ment relating the establishment of a guild 
or fraternity for religious purposes at Green- 
wich led to the assertion that Edward III. 
founded a priory there. The year in which 
this priory is said to have been founded coin- 
cides with that in which the guild was formed, 
the last year of Edward III. Nothing more is 
heard of this supposed priory, and Lysons says : 
“The accounts given by writers who slightly 
mention this priory are in many respects con- 
tradictory, and none refer to any charter or 
record. There is great reason to believe that 
no such house existed.” A. G. L’EsTRANGE. 


*,* Mr. L’Estrange does not notice that though 
the inquisition he cites has “Sancte Alfridis,” 
the directing writ annexed to it has ‘‘ Sancti 
Alfridi.” The documents refer to a guild as 
already existing in 51 Ed. IIL, not as being 
founded in that year, so the alleged coincidence 
fails. Had Mr. L’Estrange consulted Dugdale’s 
‘Monasticon,’ he would have seen that the 
priory at Greenwich was no myth, for Ed- 
ward IV. granted the Minorites a site there, 
which gift was confirmed in 1486 by Henry VII.

THE CHEERYBLE BROTHERS. 


An article of interest to the readers of 
Dickens, by Mr. Robert Langton, appears in the 
current number of the Manchester Quarterly in 
reference to the brothers Grant of Manchester, 
the prototypes of the Cheeryble Brothers in 
‘Nicholas Nickleby.’ When Dickens, accom- 
panied by his friends Forster and Ainsworth, 
visited Manchester in 1838, he became ac- 
quainted with many of the leading men there, 
from some of whom it is inferred he heard much 
of the kind actions performed by the philan- 
thropists William and Daniel Grant, who were 
without doubt the originals of the benevolent 
brothers in the novel. It appears, although it 
has been surmised otherwise, that Dickens never 
met the Grants, for he says, in the preface to 
editions of ‘ Nicholas Nickleby’ published since 
its first issue, that he never interchanged any 
communication with the originals of the Brothers 
Cheeryble. According to Mr. Langton the 
Grant family, from Morayshire, where mis- 
fortunes had overtaken them, came to Lanca- 
shire about a century ago, when the father, 
William Grant the elder, commenced business 
in a humble way by dealing in small wares. 
After many struggles fortune smiled on the 
Grants, and the brothers William and Daniel 
became merchant princes in Manchester.

the Cost of the Suakin Military Expedition. 
Among the Papers by Command we note 
Correspondence respecting International 
Sanitary Conference at Rome; and Report 
from the Historical Manuscripts Commission 
on the Manuscripts of the Family of Gawdy, 
formerly of Norfolk. 

Messrs. Macuitnan & Co. announce for 
immediate issue a ‘Text-Book of Deductive 
Logic,’ by Dr. P. K. Ray, Professor of 
Logic and Philosophy in Dacca College. 
This work was originally published in India 
two years ago, and was adopted as a text- 
book at Calcutta University. The English 
edition has been carefully revised. A special 
feature of the work is the large number of 
examples given at the end of almost every 
chapter. 

THE second instalment of the Hartley 
Library will be sold in May by Messrs. 
Puttick & Simpson. It is a wonderful col- 
lection, containing a complete set of the 
London Gazette, &e. 

Ir is proposed to reprint the Index or 
Table-Book to the Brotherhood or Guestling 
of the Cinque Ports. The documents to 
which the index refers are of a most valuable 
character, as throwing light on the rights 
and usages of this ancient corporation, and 
supplying historical records in great detail 
concerning the commercial and naval history 
of the country. 'Thedecreescommence in 1433 
and close in 1828, recording the transactions 
of the Brotherhood during this period. The 
publication of an index to these documents 
will provide a key to records of the greatest 
historical importance ; 250 copies only will 
be printed for subscribers, and will be issued 
by Mr. Elliot Stock. 

Messrs. Warp & Downey promise a 
shilling tale by Mrs. Oliphant called 
‘Oliver’s Pride,’ and a novel by Mrs. 





Lovett Cameron. Messrs. J. & R. Max- 
well’s forthcoming publications include a 
novel entitled ‘Trust Me,’ by Mrs. J. K. 
Spender; one by Rita, entitled ‘Darby 
and Joan’; and ‘ Amoret,’ by Mr. Charles 
Gibbon. Messrs. F. V. White & Co. will 
publish immediately ‘The Master Passion,’ 
by Florence Marryat, and ‘My Royal Father,’ 
by Mr. Stanley Little. 

Mr. W. H. K. Wriacur, the editor of 
the Western Antiquary, has in course of 
preparation a bibliography of John Gay, 
who was a native of Barnstaple. The January 
number of the magazine contained the first 
instalment of a bibliography of Sir Walter 
Ralegh, compiled by Dr. T. N. Brushfield, 
of Budleigh Salterton. It is intended to 
form a contribution to the bibliography of 
Devonshire, which Mr. Wright has for some 
time been contemplating. Dr. Brushfield 
has taken especial pains with the various 
editions of the famous ‘History of the 
World.’ Talking of bibliography, we may 
add that Mr. Redway promises a ‘ Biblio- 
graphy of Literature relating to Charles 
Dickens and his Writings,’ by Mr. F. G. 
Kitton. 

Att persons interested in French litera- 
ture will be glad to know that the first part 
of a continuation of the well-known ‘ Cata- 
logue Général de la Librairie Francaise’ 
(1840-75) of Otto Lorenz, to extend from 
January, 1876, to December, 1885, may be 
expected in May next. 

Messrs. SonNENSCHEIN will publish shortly 
a ‘Concise Cyclopzedia of Common Topics,’ 
which will form a companion to the news- 
paper and guide to every-day conversation. 

WE regret to announce the death of Pre- 
bendary Humphry, Vicar of St. Martin’s in 
the Fields. He was Senior Classic in 1837; 
edited Theophilus of Antioch and Theo- 
phylact on St. Matthew for the Pitt Press ; 
was the author of Hulsean Lectures and 
Boyle Lectures, ‘A Commentary on the 
Acts,’ ‘A Treatise on the Prayer Book,’ &c. 
He was one of the revisers of the New 
Testament. 

Tue death is also announced of the Rey. 
John Jebb, D.D., Canon of Hereford, at 
the age of eighty-one. He was a frequent 
contributor to the Church newspapers, and 
published numbers of sermons and pam- 
phlets. His chief works are a translation 
of the Psalms, with a commentary, and a 
volume on the cathedral service. He 
was nominated as one of the revisers of 
the Old Testament, but early retired, con- 
ceiving that the plan proposed by the com- 
mittee involved unnecessary change in the 
Authorized Version. 

WE have also to chronicle the deaths of 
M. de Falloux, the well-known Liberal 
Catholic, and of M. E. Miller, the well- 
known paleeographer. 

Tue author of ‘Lorna Doone’ will con- 
tribute ‘The Charge of Death’ to the first 
(February) number of Mr. Francis George 
Heath’s threepenny pictorial review Jilus- 
trations. The number will include ‘A Few 
Words on Angling,’ by Mr. R. B. Marston, 
editor of the Fishing Gazette. 

Tue sudden retirement of Mr. Frank Hill 
from the editorship of the Daily News oc- 
curred too late for insertion in our last week’s 
number. Mr. Hill had been working for 
the Daily News for twenty years, and the 





abrupt severance of his connexion with the 
paper has caused general regret. Mr, 
Justin McCarthy, who was introduced to the 
paper by Mr. Hill, also retires. The other 
members of the staff remain, notably Mr, 
Andrew Lang. 

Mr. Nionvo announces in his new “‘ Series 
of Historical Memoirs,” ‘The Autobiography 
of Lord Herbert of Cherbury,’ edited by Mr, 
Sidney L. Lee, the editor continuing the life 
from the year 1624, when the autobiography 
terminates, to Lord Herbert’s death in 1648, 
and adding extracts from his correspondence; 
and ‘ The Life of William Cavendish, Duke 
of Newcastle,’ edited by Mr. C. H. Firth. 

Mr. T. G. Stevenson, of Edinburgh, has 
in preparation a history of the Guildry of 
that city, which is expected to be ready for 
publication towards the close of the year. 

Arrer spending more than fifty years in 
the public service Sir W. Hardy has sought 
the repose he has honourably earned. He 
was in the office of the Duchy of Lancaster ; 
and when the older archives of the duchy 
were transferred to Fetter Lane, he went to 
the Record Office as an assistant keeper. 
On the death of his brother Sir Thomas 
Hardy, he became Deputy Keeper. His 
successor, Mr. Maxwell-Lyte, enters on his 
important oflice at the comparatively early 
age of thirty-eight. We trust he has a 
long and prosperous career before him. 

On the 2nd of January there died at Athens, 
rather suddenly, H.E. Aghiah Effendi, 
Turkish Plenipotentiary. After the death of 
Reshid Pasha, under the influence of the 
reform movement, of the Crimean War, and 
of the accession to power of the two distin- 
guished literary men Ali and Fuad Pashas, 
a great movement took place in Turkish 
society, commonly designated as the Young 
Turkey. There was not, however, a unity 
of motives. It is true the movement was 
to a great degree literary, such as we have 
seen in other states. Some men, as Munif 
and Kadri, sought chiefly the general deve- 
lopmentof Turkey ; but others—among whom 
were Aghiah Effendi, Zia Bey, and many 
more—sought decided political changes, even 
by violent means. They enjoyed all the 
patronage which was due to their talenis 
and their patriotism, but frequent con- 
spiracies brought on them disfavourand exile. 
Such was the fate of Aghiah among others, 
but his distinction as a poet appealed to 
the sympathies of prince and people, and 
led to his restoration. Of late years, it may 
perhaps be owing to the decline of his party, 
Aghiah Effendi had led a quieter life, and 
was engaged in provincial governments, and 
at length in this mission to Athens. 

THe Pope, say the Italian papers, has 
sent Prince Bismarck a copy of some of his 
Latin verses, ‘Novissima Leonis XIII.

SCIENCE 
Newton, his Friend, and his Niece. By the 
late Augustus De Morgan. Edited by his 
Wife and by his Pupil, Arthur Cowper 
Ranyard. (Stock.) 
Aut who are at all familiar with the life of 
Newton, le grand Newton, que nous admirons tous, 
as distinct from his scientific work, will 
at once recognize the second and third 
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ersons indicated in the above title. 
fhe sneer, too, of Voltaire (published in 
his ‘Lettres Philosophiques’ in 1765) will 
readily come to mind, in which, after saying 
that he had fancied in his youth that Newton 
had made his fertune by his extreme merit, 
and that he was nominated by a sort of 
acclamation to the Mastership of the Mint 
by the Court and by the town of London, 
he adds :— 

‘Point du tout. Isaac Newton avait une 
nidce assez aimable, nommée Madame Conduit; 
elle plut beaucoup au grand trésorier, Halifax. 
Le calcul infinitésimal et la gravitation ne lui 
auraient servi de rien sans une jolie niéce.” 

It is known that there is a great deal of 
false insinuation in this passage. In the 
first place Newton obtained his first appoint- 
ment at the Mint (to which the mastership 
was a natural sequel) when his niece was 
less than sixteen years of age ; and, secondly, 
she did not become Mrs. Conduitt until more 
than two years after the death of Halifax. 
(It may be added here that from inattention 
to the customs of those times she has often 
been thought to have been the widow of 
Col. Barton, whereas she was his sister, 
and would have been called in modern usage 
Miss Catherine Barton until her marriage 
with Mr. Conduitt in 1717.) Still there was 
a great deal of scandal connected with her 
relations to Halifax, with which doubtless 
Voltaire became acquainted during his 
visit to England. Brewster in his ‘ Life 
of Newton’ notices this scandal, but is 
content to rebut it by remarks on the high 
moral character both of Newton and his 
niece, and a denial that the latter had ever 
left her uncle’s house to be an inmate in 
that of Halifax, whose admiration for her 
he supposes to have been purely platonic, 
like that of the queen of Louis IX. for the 
“universal” doctor, Alanus de Insulis, 

Qui tria, qui septem, 

Qui totum scibile scivit, 
whom, finding asleep in the garden, she is 
said to have kissed from admiration of his 
learning. 

The present volume is an amplification of 
several articles contributed by the late Prof. 
De Morgan to Notes and Queries, with the 
addition of fresh facts which have subse- 
quently come to light. That Miss Barton 
did become about 1706 superintendent of 
the domestic affairs and household arrange- 
ments of the Earl of Halifax, and did re- 
side in his house as such until his death, 
when she returned to her uncie’s (remaining 
there even after her marriage with Mr. 
Conduitt, who resided with her in Newton’s 
house until the death of the latter), there 
appears to be no room for doubt. The 
only question is in what capacity she 
resided in the house of a nobleman who 
considered a bequest of 5,000/. (in addition 
to other legacies) as only ‘‘a small recom- 
pense for the pleasure and happiness I have 
had in her conversation.” (We need hardly 
remind our readers that the last word never 
in those days bore merely the meaning 
which it does now, of discourse or colloquy.) 
We imagine few will read the volume before 
us without feeling convinced that a private 
marriage is by far the most probable sup- 
position, or rather, to use the author’s own 
expression, and taking into account all the 
evidence he has brought forward, that such 
& marriage between Lord Halifax and Miss 





Barton in 1706 is here proved ; in the sense, 
that is, that that word is used ‘‘ in the jury- 
box, not in the mathematical lecture-room.”’ 

Mrs. De Morgan informs us in the pre- 
face that the work was originally written in 
1858 for the ‘Companion to the Almanac,’ 
but rejected by the editor as not generally 
interesting; that it has on two occasions 
been enlarged since, and fresh evidence 
incorporated which had a bearing on the 
subject. She adds :— 

“Tt is needless to say that the justification 
of Newton in the matter of his niece’s marriage 
was not, in the writer’s estimation, merely a 
subject for literary or historical gossip. His 
intense reverence for Newton would have given 
way before the clear conviction of a grave defect 
in moral character. He had been compelled to 
admit the culpable weakness, to call it by the 
mildest name, of Newton’s conduct to Flam- 
steed ; but a continued countenancing of im- 
morality, by which he was supposed to be 
himself the gainer, would have been, in my 
husband’s view, enough to darken even Newton’s 
intellectual brightness. He believed, however, 
that the suspicion of this had been cleared away; 
and the arguments which led to this belief are 
placed before the reader.” 








PROF. JOHN MORRIS. 


On Thursday the 7th of January this eminent 
palzontologist passed away from amongst us 
in his seventy-sixth year. He was born at 
Homerton, near London, on February 19th, 
1810, his father being a timber merchant and a 
citizen of London. His early education was 
obtained at a private school at Clifton, in Berk- 
shire, and subsequently at Fulham. At the 
Clifton school Morris imbibed an interest for 
astronomy, and we find him in 1836 contributing 
to the Magazine of Natural History ‘A Few 
Observations on the Aurora visible at Kensing- 
ton on the Evening of October 5th.’ 

In 1836 John Morris began to collect materials 
for a catalogue of British fossils, and whilst pre- 
paring this he contributed from time to time 
preliminary notes to the Magazine of Natural 
History. The Geological Society in 1843 
awarded him the balance of the Wollaston 
Fund in recognition of the task on which he 
had been engaged. In 1853 and 1854 he accom- 
panied Sir Roderick Murchison on two geolo- 
gical tours on the Continent. That eminent 
geologist induced Mr. Morris to offer himself 
in 1855 as a candidate for the geological chair 
in University College, to which he was elected, 
and which he held for twenty-two years. 

For two years Prof. Morris acted as deputy 
Woodwardian Professor of Geology in the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge for Prof. Sedgwick. From 
1870 to 1872, and for some years from 1877, he 
filled the office of President of the Geologists’ 
Association, during which period he conducted 
his class over most of the remarkable districts of 
these islands. In 1870 many of the most pro- 
minent of the patrons of geological science met 
in the rooms of the Geological Society in Somer- 
set House, Sir Roderick Murchison being in 
the chair, to present to Prof. Morris an address 
on vellum, accompanied by a sum of 600/., as a 
testimony of their appreciation of his scientific 
labours. At the anniversary meeting of the 
Geological Society in 1876, by the unanimous 
vote of the council, the first award of the Lyell 
Medal and Fund fell to him. In June, 1878, 
the University of Cambridge conferred upen him 
the honorary degree of Master of Arts. On 
his retirement from the active duties of the geo- 
logical chair at University College that institution 
appointed him ‘‘ Emeritus Professor.” 

On the occasion of the presentation of the 
Lyell Medal to Prof. Morris, the President of 
the Geological Society remarked to him : ‘‘ You 
have been a Fellow of the Society for upwards 


geological investigations extend over a period 
of more than-forty. Your ‘ Catalogue of British 
Fossils’ has long taken rank as a standard 
work, while your communications to this and 
other societies, both on geological and paleeonto- 
logical subjects, have been of high value and 
importance.” The Royal Society’s Catalogue of 
Scientific Papers credits Prof. Morris with twenty- 
eight memoirs published between 1835 and 1859 
written by himself, and eight others in association 
with well-known geologists. The Journal of the 
Geological Society continues the list to 1878, add- 
ing twenty-three papers to it. 

Prof. Morris was a Foreign Member of the Im- 
perial Geological Society of Vienna and similar 
institutions in France and Germany. In addition 
to his geological labours, for a considerable period 
he conducted the business of a pharmaceutical 
chemist in Kensington, and in every respect 
distinguished himself by his extraordinary in- 
dustry. By his students his happy method of 
imparting knowledge will not readily be for- 
gotten, while his amiability endeared him to an 
extensive circle of friends. 





ASTRONOMICAL NOTES, 

Pror. R. S. Batt, the Royal Astronomer of 
Ireland, will give a course of three lectures next 
week (on Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday) on 
‘The Astronomical Theory of the Great Ice 
Age’ at the Royal Institution. 

The last number of the Monthly Notices of the 
Royal Astronomical Society contains a series of 
determinations, made at the Radcliffe Obser- 
vatory, Oxford, of the changes of brightness of 
the star in the great nebula of Andromeda which 
underwent so remarkable an outburst of light 
about the end of last August. It appears that 
the magnitude went on continuously decreasing 
after the beginning of September, and only 
amounted to the fourteenth in December, so 
that the star is now only visible with the aid of 
a very powerful telescope. 

We understand that the Gold Medal of the 
Royal Astronomical Society for this year has 
been awarded conjointly to Prof. Pritchard, 
of Oxford, and Prof. Pickering, of Harvard 
College, Cambridge, U.S., for their valuable ob- 
servations and researches in stellar photometry. 
The presentation will be made, as usual, at the 
February meeting. 

The orbit of Brooks’s comet (f, 1885) has been 
redetermined by Dr. J. Palisa, of Vienna, who 
includes in his normal places the results of 
European observations up to the Ist inst. He 
finds that the date of perihelion passage was the 
28th of November, at the distance 1°10 in terms 
of the earth’s mean distance ; that its distance 
from us amounts now to 1°97 on the same scale, 
and is increasing ; and that its apparent bright- 
ness is now little more than half as great as at 
the time of discovery. Observing it at Kiel on 
the 30th ult., Dr. E. Lamp describes it (Astro- 
nomische Nachrichten, No. 2703) as ‘‘ recht hell, 
etwas elliptisch, grosse Axe von N. nach S. 
gerichtet.” The approximate place for to-night, 
January 16th, is R.A, 21" 13", N.P.D. 77° 1. 





MM. Paul and Prosper Henry announce the 
discovery by photography of a new nebula in 
the Pleiades, which they have not yet been able 
to perceive by direct telescopic observation. Its 
place is R.A. 3° 39™, N.P.D, 65° 59’, and they 
remark : ‘‘ Cette nébuleuse est trés-intense, et 
affecte une forme spirale bien caractérisée. Elle 
semble s’échapper de l’étoile Maia, en se di- 
rigeant d’abord & l’ouest, puis se contourne 
brusquement vers le nord. Son étendue est 
de 3’ environ.” 

The Lalande Prize of the French Academy 
has been awarded to M. Thollon for his beautiful 
map of the solar spectrum, executed at the Nice 
Observatory with a powerful spectroscope of his 
own invention. The map is the fruit of four 
years of continuous labour ; it is based on a large 
number of accurate micrometrical measurements, 
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about twice as many as the whole atlas of Ang- 


strom. By comparing two drawings of the spec- 
trum, one taken near midday and the other 
when the sun was near the horizon, M. Thollon 
was able to assign a terrestrial origin to more 
than 900 of these lines. The Valz Prize has 
been adjudged to Dr. Spérer (now of Potsdam) 
for his valuable works of observation and calcu- 
lation on the physical constitution of the sun. 
The Damoiseau Prize (offered for a revision of 
the theory of the satellites of Jupiter) has been 
reserved, as, though no memoir has been sub- 
mitted for it, it is known that several astronomers 
are at work on the subject.

RoOYAL.—Jan. 7.—Prof. Stokes, President, in the 
chair.—The following papers were read: ‘ Experi- 
mental Researches on the Propagation of Heat by 
Conduction in Muscle, Liver, Kidney, Bone, and 
Brain,’ by Dr. J. S. Lombard,—‘ Further Researches 
into the Function of the Thyroid Gland, and into 
the Pathological State produced by Removal of the 
Same,’ by Prof. V. Horsley,—and ‘ Contributions to 
the Anatomy of the Central Nervous System in 
Vertebrate Animals: Part I. Ichthyopsida: Section 1, 
Pisces; Sub-section 2, Plagiostomata,’ by Mr, A. 
Sanders. 





ASTRONOMICAL.—/an, 8.— Mr. E. Dunkin, Presi- 
dent, in the chair.—Messrs. J. E. Evans, G. Ford, 
J. G. Lohse, W. I. Page, J. Tripplin, and E. J. Trouve- 
lot, and Capt. G. C. Parker were elected Fellows.— 
Mr. Roberts read a paper entitled ‘ Photographic 
Maps of the Stars.’ He had been photographing the 
heavens in the neighbourhood of the Pole witha 
20-inch silver on glass reflector of 100 inches focus. 
Dry plates were used and exposures of fifteen 
minutes were given, the plate being placed in the 
primary focus of the reflector. With some two hun- 
dred plates he had succeeded in mapping the heavens 
to a distance of 69° from the Pole. The plates show 
stars down toa much smaller magnitude than those 
included in Argelander’s ‘ Catalogue,’ while the map 
obtained is on twice the scale of Argelander’s.—Mr. 
Knobel read a letter and exhibited some photographs 
which had been sent by Messrs. Paul and Prosper 
Henry, of the Paris Observatory. There were some 
photographs of the Pleiades showing a new nebula 
of spiral form around the star Maia. The existence 
of this nebula has been recognized by means of 
photography, but it has not yet been seen in the 
telescope, though it has been carefully searched for 
with the large instruments of the Paris Observatory. 
The spiral structure is similarly shown on three 
a Ag which were taken on the 16th of 

ovember and the 8th and 9th of December, with 
exposures of three hours. Some beautiful photo- 
graphs of the planet Saturn were also shown, which 
had been enlarged forty-four times from the original 
negatives taken by the brothers Henry. They show 
the crape ring as well as markings on the ball of 
the planet which are only seen with difficulty with 
the telescope.— Mr. H. H. Turner read a paper en- 
titled ‘ Notes on Mr. Marth’s Intersects.’ Mr. Marth 
has given in the Monthly Notices a diagram showing 
the curves that would be traced by the points of in- 
tersection of the planetary orbits with a plane at 
right angles to the ecliptic which revolves about 
an axis passing through the sun. These curves Mr. 
Turner showed could be expressed by equations of 
the fourth degree. By means of a change of co- 
ordinates Mr. Turner finds a series of conic sec- 
tions corresponding to the fourth degree curves 
which are equally suitable for determining the 
places of the approximation of the orbit of one 
planet to another. The equations to the conic sec- 
tions can be derived from the elements of the orbits 
and the curves plotted down with much less labour 
than Mr. Marth’s curves.—A paper by the Earl of 
Crawford was read on the new star in the con- 
stellation of Orion, which exhibits a remarkable 
channeled spectrum as well as bright lines.—Mr. 
Maunder said that he had observed the spectrum of 
the star on two occasions, and was able to identify 
it asa very fine specimen of Secchi’s third type of 
star spectra—The following papers were taken as 
read : ‘The Meteor Shower of 1885, November 27th,’ 
by Major G. Strahan and Major A. C. Bigg-Wither,— 
‘Ona New Variable Star of Short Period’ and ‘On 
the New Star in Orion,’ by Mr. J. E. Gore,—‘ Obser- 
vations of Comet 1885 (Brooks) at Harrow with an 
18}-in. Equatorial Reflector,’ by Col. G. L. Tupman,— 
‘On the Biela Meteors,’ by Mr. R. A. Proctor, —

‘Note on the Transit of the Planet Mars and its 
Satellites across the Sun’s Disc, which will occur for 
the Planet Jupiter and its Satellites on April 13th, 
1886,’ by Mr. A, Marth,—‘ Changes in the Red Spot 
on Jupiter,’ by Mr. W. F, Denning,—and ‘Spectro- 











scopic Results for the Motions of Stars in the Line 
of Sight obtained at the Royal Observatory, Green- 


wich, in the Year 1885, No. IX.,’ by the Astronomer 
Royal. 





ASIATIC.—Jan. 11.—Col. Yule, President, in the 
chair.—The proceedings were opened by a reference 
to the loss which the Society had sustained in the 
death of its Honorary Member, Dr. 8. Birch, its 
Member, Sir W. Mechurst, and one of its Vice-Presi- 
dents, Mr. J. Fergusson ; Mr. Cust adding a few words 
to the remarks of the President on the services of 
the last-named distinguished savant.—A paper was 
read by Mr. H. C. Kay ‘On the Early History of 
Cairo and its Founders.’ After a few observations 
on a Cufic inscription at Cairo, of which a copy is 
published in the present number of the Society’s 
Journal, attention was directed to the fact that the 
establishment of the Fatimite power in North Africa 
was the work of the Ismailiyah sect. The latter, as 
shown by more than one ancigpt writer, had, with 
wonderful skill and sagacity, organized one of the 
most extraordinary revolutions ever conceived, the 
real though secret object of which was the de- 
struction of the entire fabric of Muhammadanism. 
Speaking of the “Mahdi” Obeyd Allah, the first 
prince of the Fatimite dynasty, the lecturer touched 
upon the origin and early use of that title, and 
showed its precise meaning to be the “ Divinely- 
guided.” Janhar, the general of the Fatimites, on 
accomplishing the conquest of Egypt, encamped 
with his army a short distance to the north of the 
capital, Misr, on a spot which, by its natural features, 
was admirably adapted for defence against an enemy 
advancing from the East. Here he erected an ex- 
tensive fortress, which became the place of residence 
of his master Al Mu‘izz on the latter’s arrival in 
Egypt, and eventually formed the nucleus of the 
medieval and modern city of Cairo. The subjection 
of Egypt was rapidly followed by that of Syria. 
There the Fatimites abolished the payment of 
a tribute to the Carmathians of Bahreyn in 
Arabia, a division of the Ismailiyah sect. These 
Carmathians had until then recognized the 
supremacy of the Fatimite princes. They had 
proved their hatred of Islam by completely stopping 
for a time the pilgrimage to Mecca from the central 
provinces of the empire, by overrunning and plun- 
dering the valley of the Euphrates from end to end, 
and finally by attacking Mecca itself, desecrating its 
holy places, and carrying away the celebrated black 
stone. Therein they professed to have acted under 
the authority and by the command of the Mahdi 
Obeyd Allah. But they now renounced their allegi- 
ance to the Fatimites, attacked them in Syria, and 
invaded Egypt. They were stopped by Janhar’s 
fortress Al Ké4hirah, and were eventually driven 
back across the desert. The often repeated anec- 
dote, according to which the foundations of the 
city of Cairo were laid—contrary to the intention of 
Janhar’s astrologers—under the influence of the 
planet Mars, isa myth of much earlier date, and is 
to be found in Mas‘udi’s ‘ Meadows of Gold,’ a book 
written a considerable time before the conquest of 
Egypt by the Fatimites.—Sir H. Rawlinson, com- 
menting upon the history of the Ismailiyah sect, 
referred to the circumstance that a remnant still 
exists in India and neighbouring tracts as well as in 
the mountains of the Lebanon. ‘Their chief, who 
resides at Bombay, claims descent from the so-called 
assassins of the Crusaders, and there is good reason 
to believe that they still cling to most of the com- 
munistic and subversive doctrines of their ancestors. 
—After making a few further remarks the President 
announced that on the 15th of February Prof. M. 
Williams would read a paper ‘On Buddhism in its 

Relation to Brahmanism.’ 


BRITISH ARCH OLOGICAL ASSOCIATION.—Jan, 
6.—Mr. 8. Tucker in the chair.—Reference was 
made to the Congress to be held in the autumn 
under the presidency of the Bishop of Durham, the 
headquarters to be some town in the diocese.—The 
Rev. 8. Surtees reported some curious discoveries 
at Dimsdale-on-Tees, where the old ancestral house 
of the Surtees family is found to be built upon 
portions of the castle erected in Norman times, the 
site being surrounded by earthworks of prehistoric 
times, although afterwards used by Romans and 
Saxons, a paved roadway of the former people 
having been traced up to a curious underground 
structure called a blast furnace for iron ore. A 
large number of portions of pottery of all ages 
have been found, also a stone celt, with the cut- 
ting edge still perfect—Mr. Loftus Brock exhibited 
a series of rubbings from sixteenth century brasses, 
mostly from churches in Hertfordshire and Bucks, 
—A paper was read by Mr. R. Allen ‘On the Sculp- 
tures of the Norman Doorway at Alne, Yorkshire.’ 
This doorway is on the south side of the church, 
and it consists of two orders of arch stones neatly 
sculptured, there being figures of animals on the 
outer order, having Latin names above them. These 
have been identified by the lecturer as having been 





taken from a medieval Bestiarius, with spiritug| 
explanations more or less apperent. Thus at Alpe 
we see the fox, who is represented as lying ag jg 
dead for the birds to approach him. The fox re. 
presents the devil. A white bird which can tej 
whether a sick man will live or die is supposed to 
be symbolical of Christ. Two mystical stones which 
emit fire, “found in the East,” are supposed to sym. 
bolize the love of man and woman or that of Christ 
for His Church. The whale acts as destructively 
to a ship as does the fox to the bird. He also repre. 
sents the devil. A large number of old MSS, were 
passed in review by the lecturer, and the analog 
of representation at Alne shown.—Mr. de Gray Birch 
pointed out the resemblance of one of the figures 
to the harpy of the Egyptian monuments.—The 
concluding paper was by Mr. J. W. Grover, on the 
discovery of the Atkins monumental figures in the 
mortuary vault beneath the site of the old church of 
Clapham. After tracing the history of these beauti- 
ful works of art, he referred to his discovery of 
them, and suggested means for their being brought 
up to the light of day.—Letters were read from 
General Pitt-Rivers and others, and Mr. Atking 
spoke of the great amount of local interest taken in 
the discovery.

Rundell argued that the use of position wasa matter 
of training and habit, and that its utility mainly con- 
sisted in securing brevity.—A discussion followed in 
which Mr. Gurney-Salter, Mr. T. A. Reed, and other 
experts took part, the prevalent opinion being that 
while position was a valuable device it should only 
be used to a moderate degree.—The discussion was 
adjourned to the April meeting.—Mr. F. H. Valpy 
will read a paper on his “Audeography” at the 
February meeting.

Science Gossip. 


Mr. E. Lester ARNOLD, the author of ‘On the 
Indian Hills; or, Coffee Planting in Southern 
India,’ has just completed a work upon which 
he has been engaged for some months, entitled

work on ‘ Tea Cultivation.’ 

Mr. W. Wray, the well-known telescope 
maker and optician, was seized with apoplexy on 
Christmas Day, and died on New Year’s Eve, at 
Highgate, aged fifty-seven years. 

Mr. Mites Settte, the inventor of the water 
cartridge, has been making experiments with it 
in some of the North Staffordshire collieries. 
The gunpowder in the charge is completely sur- 
rounded by water, and it is stated that though 
heavy shots were fired no flame followed the 
explosions. The water cartridge and ordinary 
gunpowder cartridges were fired in bags of coal 
dust. With the latter the dust was ignited and 
arose in flame; with the former the dust was 
dispersed in a dark cloud mixed with steam only. 
If further experiments confirm these results this 
invention must prove of great value in all fiery 
collieries.

Tus portly volume of more than five hundred 

pages, and a hundred cuts of all sorts, is 

written in a rather hysterical strain; still 
it has its value, as it is a nearly complete 
record of the career of a genius whom 
inordinate vanity and self-indulgence in- 
jured as much as the rash and injudicious 
praise of those about him. It is likely to 
be the largest and, on the whole, the best 
biography of Doré. 

There is no doubt that Doré was really a 
great designer, and it cannot be questioned

In the extravagance of her adora 
tion Miss Roosevelt has caught something 
of the heat and energy of Doré. She 
thinks and writes like a French /feuilletoniste 
striving to be dramatic and high of heart. 
But she has not the critical tact, nor the 
poetic sympathy, nor that tender regard for 
her hero which alone could qualify her to do 
justice to one whose greed, bad taste, and 
swagger she is unwilling to estimate at their 
true value. 

What we are really indebted to her for is 
the compilation of a good many details, facts, 
and impressions about Doré, for collecting 
sayings of his, and here and there throwing 
light on his doings and intentions. Her 
‘*personal recollections,’ as she calls them, 
are of the life, lifelike, and evidently 
true in fact and spirit. They are not very 
searching, and, of course, not intimate; in 
fact, we doubt if she had much personal 
knowledge of him. Doré’s inner life was 
not, of course, revealed to Miss Blanche 
Roosevelt, of New York. What man’s life 
could be revealed to an impressionable 
adorer of either sex? On the other hand, 
Miss Roosevelt has industry, enthusiasm, 
patience, a restless anxiety to gather what- 
ever others can tell her, and, best of all, 
she is not to be rebuffed whenever in- 
quiries must needs be pressed; she got 
glimpses of ‘‘ Doré at home” such as no 
one else has cared to record, and some of 
his friends, English as well as French, and 
servants told her a good deal of what they 
knew. In fact, she lacks nothing except 
the higher qualifications of a just and wise 
biographer. As her book is, every man 
desiring to know Doré must needs read it. 
Until a wiser hand deals with the subject we 
must be content with this lady’s version. 
The illustrations might have been selected 
for the light they threw on the many 
phases of Doré’s life and labours, but this 





would have required a spirit more patient 
and critical. Her shortcomings in this matter 
are less important because Mr. Hamerton’s 
elaborate and enthusiastic essays in the 
Fine Arts Quarterly Review are easily acces- 
sible, and they were written before the gold 
was rubbed off the clay of Doré.

The sentimentality 
of Edwin (No. 9), Maria (13), and other portraits 
(not here) of Wright’s is his own; their classic 
grace, their harmonies of line, and perhaps 
something of their frigid coloration, may be 
traced to the antique. There can be little 
doubt that Wright owed much to his con- 
temporary Romney (they were born in the same 
year), a much more energetic artist than him- 
self. In several instances, indeed, Romney’s 
classical leanings affected Reynolds ; see ‘ Mrs. 
Lascelles and Child’ (155). 

We told the history of ‘ Edwin’ and ‘ Maria’ 
when criticizing the Wright exhibition at Derby 
in April, 1883. We may now call attention to the 
apparently antagonistic, but really allied feeling 
which led the painter, while deeply appreciating 
antique design, to select more frequently than 
any other subject the blowing of bladders by 
boys, of which Mr. W. James’s Two Boys with a 
Bladder (15) is by no means the most pronounced 
illustration. Conceive a Greek depicting such 
a subject, and a curious light is thrown on 
the taste of the artist of Derby, who, when 
not profoundly prosaic, was usually most 
sentimental. His Landscapes (Nos. 8 and 12) 
illustrate this tendency of his; they are full 
of neo-Italian romanticism of the Salvator and 
‘Mysteries of Udolpho’ class, which is the re- 
verse of the stern prose of his Old Man and 
Death (6), and the unflinching fidelity of his 
capital Children of R. Arkwright, Esq. (16), 
with the goat, one of his most characteristic 
portrait groups. As a landscape painter Wright 
trod with a very independent step in the path 
of R. Wilson, his senior by twenty years and 
his intimate friend. Wright proposed to ex- 
change one of his pictures (landscapes?) for a 
landscape of ‘‘ old Dick’s.” The latter assented 
to the suggestion, and, with a fine sense of his 
friend’s shortcomings, said, ‘‘I’ll give you air, 
and you'll give me fire,” referring, of course, 
not to poetic fire, which Wilson by no means 
lacked, but to Wright’s favourite burning moun- 
tains, to say nothing of his ‘‘ candlelights,” such 
as the vigorous Orrery (10), which is almost as 
good as the similar work by this artist in the 
National Gallery. 

Looking at the Wrights in detail, let us say 
that Lady Wilmot and Child (5) looks like a 
prose version of a fine Reynolds, and testifies 
to the honourable care of the painter. Wright 
reverted to Reynolds in several ways, and 
No. 5 is a group which, if engraved, might 
readily pass for one of Sir Joshua’s, and is, 
even in the painting and chiaroscuro, Rey- 
nolds’s own element, curiously like a work 
of the President’s. No. 6, The Old Man and 
Death, is prosaic ; but, unlike No. 5, it is by no 
means without spirit and fire. The old man’s 
terror is expressed with intensity, and although 
Death is but a skeleton walking in sunlight, the 
contrast of his dusty bones with the bright and 
glowing landscape, the trees laden with verdure, 
and the castle wall behind covered with lichens 
is very telling. ‘Edwin’ (9), which we de- 
scribed with the pictures at Fryston Hall, in 
No. XLIII. of ‘‘The Private Collections of 
England,” and again when it was at Derby in 
1883, as mentioned above, need not be re- 
discussed. The painter’s debt to Romney’s 
taste is distinguishable in the curious and 
elegant, though absurdly affected ‘ Maria’ 
(13), which reproduces the sentiment — true 
or false—of the ‘Sentimental Journey.’ In 
the attempt to harmonize the colour of this 
damsel’s hair with the long green scarf she 
wears and the near foliage Wright seems to 
have done too much, and made the tresses 
greenish. Like all painters, he knew that cer- 
tain kinds of hair exhibit green tinges (Thac- 
keray noticed this characteristic in the tresses 
of Miss Rebecca Sharp), and he did not control 
his hand. This is the explanation of the odd- 
coloured hair of this figure, which has puzzled 
many. It is quite incredible that the hair has, 





except in a small degree, turned green since 
the picture was painted. If it is true that 
Wright painted his sister Anne Elizabeth (Nancy) 
Wright (14) when he was nineteen years of age, 
i.e, in 1753, his youthful promise was greater 
than the performances of his manhood. She 
wears a semi-transparent Woffington hat, a 
pretty and conical affair, which gives a pecu- 
liar and very clear, semi-transparent shadow 
to the upper part of the face. The carnations 
are very rosy, pure, and fiae; the flesh, espe- 
cially of the bust, is soundly modelled ; and all 
the details are executed with tact and precision 
which are wonderful if coming from the hands 
of a lad. If the blue here were a little less 
cold and the handling not so hard the picture 
would be more agreeable. If the date given 
with this picture is right, it must have been 
painted just after Wright had left Hudson’s 
studio for the first time. This is not very easy 
to believe. 

It is remarkable that Reynolds’s portrait of 
the once notorious ‘‘ Nancy” Day, Lord Mount 
Edgcumbe’s mistress, and afterwards Lady 
Fenhoulet, for which she seems to have sat in 
1757 and 1760, is a very close “ double” indeed 
of Wright’s likeness of his sister. Miss Day 
married, in 1760, Peter Fenhoulet, an Exon of 
the Guard, who was knighted at the coronation 
of George III. One does not see why he was 
knighted, nor why he married, unless it was 
in order to give occasion te the wits, who 
declared that every Day had her knight, 
and every knight his Day. McArdell’s print 
after the Reynolds was published in 1760. We 
presume it is doubtful whether the portrait 
before us was painted in 1753. About the 
Reynolds there is no question. Did Sir Joshua 
plagiarize Wright? The Derby artist painted 
a fresh, rosy English damsel, much older than 
the fourteen years to which his sister, if she was 
born in 1739, would have attained in 1753. 

When painting the Orrery (10), a famous 
group of figures seem by central artificial light 
and in strongly contrasted light and shade, 
Wright was quite at home; the expressions are 
thoroughly genuine and spontaneous, and a 
large style subserves the effective light and 
shadow, while finer colour than ordinary is de- 
veloped. The engraving from this picture is well 
known. 

Had Mulready been as fortunate with the face 
of his fine and solid Portrait of the Countess of 
Dartmouth (18) as he was with the fireplace, 
chimney-piece, and other accessories, the work 
would have been worthy of E. de Witte. As 
the face was painted from a chalk sketch, and 
not from nature, its defects are not hard to un- 
derstand. This picture was begun about 1820 
and finished in her own room after the lady’s 
death in 1823, about the time of the ‘ Widow,’ 
which we saw lately in Mr. Rankin’s collection 
near Liverpool. Mulready’s Landscape (4) is 
as rich, delicate, and firm as one of the finest 
Wynantses, much more clear and warm than a 
Hobbema ; the sky reminds us of a fine Linnell 
of the period to which this work is due, that is, 
while Linnell was, in effect, Mulready’s pupil. 
Constable’s Salisbury (1) is a fine and vigorous 
study, evidently from nature, for the famous 
picture at South Kensington. Except some 
finer elements of composition, this sketch is as 
good as the developed work. F. Wheatley’s 
Garden Party (2), with its solid heavy painting, 
stiff and laboured technique, and awkwardly 
posed but naturalistic figures, reminds the 
visitor of an inferior Zoffani. The composition 
is curiously primitive and crude; it was designed 
with a very distinct intention to be ‘‘ correct,” 
and thus it became, as usual, conventional. The 
ecclesiastical dignitary, Dr. Layard, was the well- 
known Dean of Bristol, Sir Austen Layard’s grand- 
father. As to the picture itself, we need not 
wonder that the world turned with joy from its 
stiff prose to the genial movements and bon- 
homie of G. Morland’s Tea-Garden (23), where 
everybody seems happy in an arbour because

gotten in the suburbs. The scene before us ig, 
no doubt, Marylebone Gardens, and the compan 
probably includes the entowrage of Morland, the 
Wards, engravers and painters. 

Gainsborough is represented favourably this 
year, and every stage of his art is open to study, 
The earliest of his works is the fine, smooth, 
and careful portrait, distinctly reminiscent of 
Hudson and highly creditable to the soundness 
of that teacher’s instruction, called Mrs. Fowne 
(24), a half-length life-size figure, painted in a 
primitive and ingenuous fashion, as a fresh, rosy 
Englishwoman, to whose carnations a gentle 
glow of golden sub-tints was imparted by the 
artist. Her portrait is as stiffly posed as 4 
Jarvis, and the whole, apart from the sweet, 
animated expression, the intelligence of the 
eyes, and the beautiful coloration, is not un. 
like a Jarvis of the best kind, which was 
a good and fine kind. The pretty sprig of 
myrtle at the bosom is frequently seen in por- 
traits of brides. This picture, which has not 
been exhibited before, was probably painted at 
Bath, c. 1764, when the lady was married, and 
before the influences of Reynolds and high prices 
had reached the artist. It should be studied 
in relation to the portrait of the lady’s father, 
the Hon. George Somerville (32), another hitherto 
unexhibited Gainsborough. The Landscape (28), 
lent by Mr. F. Fish, painted in an oval and de. 
picting a clearing in a wood with cottages, is 
due to the late Bath period, and has been over. 
cleaned ; apart from this, it retains many of its 
charms. The foliage may be compared with that 
of the large and very interesting example in 
Gallery IT., lent by Mrs. Cooper, called Sports. 
man and Dogs (73), and, doubtless rightly, said 
to be a copy (version?) of a Teniers of Lord 
Radnor’s by Gainsborough. The latter work be- 
longed to Mr. William Smith, of Norwich, and 
was exhibited at the British Institution in 1814 
with the numerous collection of Gainsboroughs 
which distinguished that year. It is doubtless 
the picture lent to the same gallery by Mr. J. 
Allnutt in 1843 as ‘‘ No. 181, Landscape, with 
Sportsmen, a pasticcio.” We shall return to 
this work when commenting on the Dutch 
pictures. The Portrait of Humphrey Gains- 
borough (40), though not a beautiful work, is 
highly interesting, on account of Humphrey 
Gainsborough having been one of those who pre- 
ceded Watt in endeavouring to utilize the powers 
of steam by condensing it in a separate vessel 
(see Edgworth’s ‘ Memoirs’). Confiding his ex- 
periment to his friend Mr. Bolton, he, some time 
after, applied for a patent to protect his inven- 
tion, and was told that Bolton and Watt had 
a fortnight before obtained a patent for a 
similar contrivance. ‘‘ This so troubled him 
that he returned home and never spoke again, 
and died soon after in a fit of apoplexy.” Mr. 
A. W. Sharpe lent another portrait by Gains- 
borough of his brother to the Grosvenor Exhi- 
bition of last year, No. 144. The next Gains- 
borough here is the Portrait of Miss Rowley, 
afterwards Lady Cotton (47), which has not been 
exhibited before under this title, and probably 
not at all. It should be compared with ‘ Mrs. 
Fownes,’ the early example named above. Mr. 
H. Vaughan’s The Painter’s Daughters (48) is 4 
group of high merit and full of interest as repre- 
senting the girls when children at full length in 
a landscape, while one tries to catch a butter- 
fly. The noble group by Gainsborough of his 
daughters, which was at the British Institution 
in 1814, 1865, and 1880, and at the Grosvenor 
Gallery last year, and belongs to Mr. Whitbread, 
might well o compared with this modest and 
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spirited little picture, which was formerly in the 
ession of Mr. Hingeston. Mr. Strutt hada 
icture of the same girls as children gleaning in 
acornfield. Their father was fond of painting 
them, but never gave so much of his skill to them 
as in Mr. Whitbread’s picture. Of course, as 

















recent exhibitions have proved, he often painted 
each of them alone. 

Comparable with Mr. Whitbread’s group is 
the Portrait of Mrs. Sheridan (103), lent to the 
Academy by Lord Rothschild, a whole-length 
life-size figure, seated in a landscape. It is a 
masterly example of harmony in many pearl-like 
tints, grey, pale purple, and rose hues being ex- 
quisitely blended. The ‘‘ pensive” air was evi- 
dently part of the lady’s réle, her expression is 
extremely intelligent and fine. Asa picture it 
is far above the often-admired life-size group 
of the same lady and Mrs. Tickell, her sister, 
which is one of the ornaments of the Dul- 
wich Gallery, and is said to have been painted 
by Gainsborough for Sheridan. Mr. Linley, 
the ladies’ brother, gave it to the last-named 
gallery. This portrait was at the Academy 
in 1783 and 1873 as that of Miss Linley. At 
Knole is a group, frequently exhibited, of the 
lady and her brother Thomas (R.A., 1817). 
Viscountess Clifden lent a single figure of the 
former to the National Portrait Exhibition of 
1867, and to the Grosvenor Gallery in 1885. 
We know that the Sheridans were fond of 
having their portraits painted, and that Reynolds 
did his duty by the family ; for the last picture 
of ‘Mrs. Sheridan as St. Cecilia’ he had much 
difficulty in getting the money. A Gainsborough 
far inferior to any of those here named is the 
whole-length in a landscape of Lady Brisco (150), 
which has not been exhibited till now. Nothing 
could make such a ‘‘ guy ” of a woman attractive, 
and Gainsborough, who never did well unless 
he liked his subject, did less than nothing for 
the lady’s charms. The carnations have faded 
most sadly, leaving the crude modelling, queer 
drawing, and vacuous expression of the face to 
take care of themselves. All the rest of the 
picture retains the charm of a lovely scheme of 
colouring, and more than one rich and pure 
element. Unlike most Reynoldses, Gains- 
borough’s portraits are entirely his own, no hand 
but his touched the draperies, the background 
is almost as beautiful as the figure. 

Several capital Constables add to the attrac- 
tions of this exhibition. They include, besides 
the before-named ‘ Salisbury’ (No. 1), the rich 
and powerful sketch from nature for the famous 
Glebe Farm (see No. 30 before us), the style of 
whichis curiously different from that of Vincent’s 
Greenwich Hospital (34), to which we shall come 
presently. The picture is noteworthy for a deli- 
cious greyness and sober harmony of tone and 
colour of the rarest kind. Painted in 1826, 
it depicts Langham Church with a wooded fore- 
ground, a stream and cottages, all touched with 
the fullest and richest of brushes. Mr. H 

Yaughan has conferred a favour on lovers of 
Constable by lending his masterpiece the Hay- 
Wain (153), which was painted in 1821, and is a 
perfect type of the artist’s most English manner. 
Conventions, the force of superstition, and cri- 
tical prejudices apart, no one capable of estimat- 
ing the intrinsic merits of pictures would for a 
moment hesitate to prefer to any Gainsborough 
such a work as this or its companion here, the 
almost equally famous Stratford Mill (158), 
which Mr. C. F. Huth has lent. It is a work 
of 1820, and therefore nearly contemporaneous 
with the much more famous and popular ‘ Open- 
ing the Lock,’ Constable’s diploma picture, 
now in the possession of the Royal Academicians, 
and one of the chief ornaments of a gallery 
which is accessible to everybody and visited 
by few. The ‘ Hay-Wain’ is remarkable for 
the “practicable” character imparted by the 
artist to that ponderous vehicle itself which 
gives its name to this picture, and to the vrat- 
semblance of the foliage, water, and trees sur- 
rounding it. Gainsborough often succeeded in 





rendering the sentiment of landscape, but there 
was frequently too much scenic art in his 
works to please fastidious critics, who demur 
to the flimsiness of his technique. Not so with 
Constable, who, if he had little of the stately 
breadth of De Wint or of the refinement or 
the resources of Turner, was one of the most 
fresh and truly ‘‘ rustic” of English landscape 
painters. To the loyalty, vigour, and natural- 
ness of Constable’s art no greater testimony 
could be desired than the applause his pictures 
received when they were shown in Paris and 
at once captivated the most cultivated artists 
in Europe. French landscape painting, as we 
have said over and over again, underwent some- 
thing like a revolution from that hour. The 
‘Stratford Mill’ is, indeed, a noble example of 
Constable’s best style, full of light, colour, and 
beauty, rich in all the charm of true homeliness, 
and remarkable for the painting of its water 
and the breadth of its effect. 

Mr. Fish’s fine picture of Greenwich Hospital 
(34), by George Vincent, one of the ablest of 
the Norwich School, combines the breadth and 
force of a Cotman with something like the rich- 
ness and clearness of Crome’s atmosphere and 
painting of water. Much of its charm is due to 
the beauty of the sky, the fine deep colour of 
the river, the motion of the waves, and the 
choice, warm, and harmonious colouring. Vin- 
cent was a very unequal painter indeed. This 
and a large, much more famous picture of the 
same locality, from a different point of view, are, 
so far as we know, his best works. No. 34 
would, in fact, be perfect in its way if the boat 
in the foreground were better drawn. The 
Italian Landscape (38), by R. Wilson, gives us 
the artist’s favourite lake, the Speculum Dianz 
itself, with Castel Gandolfo on the high bank 
above the trees on the further shore. Al- 
though it has not a few of the merits of 
Wilson’s finest style, it is by no means one of 
his masterpieces, and it is not to be compared 
with the ‘ Lake Albano,’ which was in this room 
a year or two ago. The margin of the lake 
is too sharply and equally defined, the rock in 
the foreground is without structural character- 
istics—a bale of wool, in fact, and quite artificial. 
The trees are too like plumes to be enjoyed by 
lovers of nature. It is evidently one of the 
numerous pot-boilers poor Wilson was obliged 
to paint in order to live. 

Leslie's sketch for his celebrated picture at 
Petworth, The Rape of the Lock (46), is very 
charming indeed ; if it lacks the breadth and 
simplicity of the finished picture it has more 
colour and more movement. Turner's Pilot 
Boat (156) is a first-class example of its kind. 
It is remarkable for breadth, the rich soft tones 
of its misty atmosphere, the greyness of the sky, 
the noble massive treatment of the sea, or rather 
of the river—the scene is the mouth of the 
Thames—and the peculiar happiness of its com- 
position. The atmospheric gradations have been 
most skilfylly observed and depicted. Their 
varying depths are indicated by the glimmering 
sails of the line-of-battle ship in the distance, 
the more distinct canvas of the cutter which 
heels over in the middle distance, and the 
clearly defined boat in the front. The charm 
of the horizon cannot be resisted, although the 
visitor will delight most in the fishing boat lifted 
on the very crest of the wave and the rush 
of the smack while cutting a path from billow 
to billow. 


MR. JAMES FERGUSSON, F.R.S. 


James Fercusson, “ the historian of architec- 
ture, eminent alike for his knowledge of art 
and for the original genius which he has applied 
to the solution of some of its most difficult 
problems,” to use the words of his friend Schlie- 
mann in dedicating to him his latest work, 
‘Tiryns,’ died on Saturday, January 9th, in his 
seventy-eighth year. He was born at Ayr late 
in 1808; his father, a medical man who had a lik- 





wrote on the construction of hospitals, eventually 
settled at Windsor, where he was widely known 
and respected. James his son, after bein 
taught at the High School of Edinburgh an 
at a private school at Hounslow, went out to 
India to seek his fortune in the mercantile 
firm of Fairlie, Fergusson & Co., of Calcutta, 
which he speedily quitted— and fortunately, 
for the house eventually failed—and he became 
an indigo planter in Bengal. He had made up 
his mind from the first to work doggedly at 
business for ten years, and then to retire with 
such fortune as he could make, and he kept to 
his intentions. Although a good man of business 
his mind was early devoted to art, especially 
to the engineering aspect of architecture. He 
was an expert draughtsman with a camera- 
lucida, and no sooner was he free from business 
ties than he set forth to explore India, which 
he traversed, chiefly on a camel’s back, from end 
to end and from side toside. Fergusson’s atten- 
tion was early fixed on the rock-cut temples of 
Ajunta, Ellora, and elsewhere. His perspica- 
city soon guided him to a true explanation of 
the origin and character of these remains, his 
familiarity with Indian life and modes of wor- 
ship gave insight as to the intentions of the 
excavators, and large comparisons enabled him 
to decide on the positive as well as the relative 
ages of these astonishing works. Nearly fift 
years ago (1838-39) Fergusson was busy wit 
his camera -lucida on the fronts of the archi- 
tectural caves. In effect the firstfruit of his 
researches was a denial that the temples were 
architectural at all in the ordinary sense of that 
term. 

Eventually he was induced to reserve his facts, 
of which he had gathered great store in his 
travels, for his ‘ History of Architecture’ (ori- 
ginally styled a handbook when issued in 1855), 
which has gone through many editions, each 
one enlarged and improved, so that it has 
become an established manual on the subject 
for students. It was the first book from which, 
by his own confession, he ever derived pecuniary 
advantage, his previous works having been 
brought out at his own expense. Although he 
never practised as an architect, his practical 
ability was shown by the construction of his 
factory in Bengal, by his own house in Langham 
Place in which he died, and by the country 
mansion built for his friend Mr. John Murray 
at Wimbledon, for which he drew the elevations 
and plans. The design for the gallery at Kew 
which contains Miss North’s collection of pic- 
tures of plants was his latest work in this line. 

He was a very useful member of the Royal 
Asiatic Society and of the Institute of British 
Architects, who for his great merits bestowed 
on him their gold medal in 1871, and he was, 
perhaps, the most efficient working member of 
the committee for the decoration of St. Paul's, 
although opinions differ widely as to the sound- 
ness of his views. 

Hisresearchesand inventive ingenuity branched 
off into military construction, and although his 
“new system of fortification by earthworks,” 
1849, was not generally adopted, it proved its 
author to be so accomplished in military en- 
gineering that he was appointed, 1857, one of the 
Royal Commission to inquire into the defences 
of the United Kingdom, and he worked well for 
a long time with his military colleagues. Indeed, 
he rendered a real service to his country by 
sounding an alarm on ‘‘ the defenceless state of 
Portsmouth,” 1853, and by the remedy which 
in 1856 he suggested. A man so accomplished 
and experienced was surely well fitted to serve 
the State, but no appointment did he receive 
until Sir Henry Layard, as Chief Commissioner 
of Works, made him his assistant—a post 
which he relinquished in about eight months on 
the retirement of his chief, as he found it im- 
possible to discharge his duties effectually under 
Sir Henry’s successor. 

Equally ardent and learned was he in the 
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desire to impart to others the full benefit of his | 


acquirements—he was ready to help Sir Henry | 


Layard with suggestions for explaining and re- 
storing the temples of Nineveh, and Dr. Schlie- 
mann in unravelling the plans of the cities of 
Troy, Mycenz, and Tiryns. He also worked out 
the notices of the temples of Jerusalem and of 
Diana at Ephesus with extreme ingenuity ; and 
he showed how the Parthenon and other similar 
buildings might have been lighted by side open- 
ings, like the clearstory of a cathedral, without 
admitting rain or too much sun. His projects 
for the restoring of Nineveh and Persepolis, 
published 1851, were illustrated at the Crystal 
Palace, of which institution he was for some 
time secretary. 

To the list of his archeological works must 
be added his ‘ History of Rude Stone Monu- 
ments in all Countries,’ 1872, and a folio ‘On 
Tree and Serpent Worship,’ 1868. He was 
for many years active on the council of the 
Royal Geographical Society, and his paper ‘ On 
the Delta of the Ganges and the Natural Laws | 
regulating the Course of Rivers’ is a most 
original and valuable contribution to science. 
Even now we have not exhausted the list of 
work done by him. Those only who knew 
him intimately can bear testimony to his good- 
ness of heart, his liberal character, the charm 
of his conversation, and his readiness to assist 
in all those questions to which his own labour 
and study had been directed. 

Although he was not so great an authority, nor 
so profoundly versed in design, as many of his | 
admirers assumed, he was undoubtedly a man 
of note, without whose aid the world at large 
might have waited long before it could take a 
bird’s eye view oi the architecture of all ages and 
countries, and under all forms, from the rudest 
stone-heaping to the most severely elegant 
Greek, from the grace of Gothic to the frippery 
of Louis Quinze. The man who undertook the 
gigantic task of offering such a book to the world 
demands, and will never fail to receive, thanks 
of the best kind. His acute analysis and criti- 
cism, always intended to illustrate the perfection | 
of common sense, did not invariably carry con- 
viction, and such subjects as ‘ Rude Stone Monu- 
ments’ were scarcely suited to his powers, yet | 
his clear, laborious, and searching methods com- | 
manded attention, and never failed to gain 
respect. Those who could not agree with his | 
views upon the beauty and esthetic value of | 
Indian architecture, nor accept his version of 
the history of the Holy Places at Jerusalem, | 
acknowledged the authority of his masterly and 
careful studies of whatever kind. 

As he was not educated as an architect in the | 
orthodox manner, architects, especially those 
whose works he did not favour, looked upon him 
with feelings somewhat sterner than professional 
hauteur. They rejected much of his criticism, and 
were impatient of his rather rigid opinions, the 
logical stiffness of which could not but offend 
the artistic instinct ; but they kept his books in 
their hands even while they were accustomed 
to assert that ‘‘any industrious and intelligent 
person, with a large architectural library at 
hand,’ could have produced the invaluable 
‘History of Architecture, that noble digest 
by which Fergusson’s name will live when 
his studies in serpent worship, temple-lighting, 
the true character of the Mausoleum, and the 
age and services of rude stone monuments have 
ceased to be discussed.

At a recent sale in New York M. Jules 
Breton’s ‘Le Départ pour les Champs’ was 
sold say the French papers, for 35,000 fr.; M. 
Detaille’s ‘Le Mobile,’ a small picture, realized 
9,150 fr.; ‘Le Martyr,’ a sketch by M. Louis 
Leloir, fetched 4,000 fr.; M. Bouguereau’s 
‘ Avant le Bain,’ a study, obtained 6,500 fr.; 
and ‘Idylle,’ a small study by M. Henner, was 
sold for 11,150 fr. 

A sTRANGE charge has been brought by a 
Levantine against a Turkish functionary, the 
governor of Mitylene, Fakry Bey. He is ac- 
cused of neglecting his duties for the purpose 
of making roads and carrying on archeological 





explorations. It appears that he is clearing oy, 
the amphitheatre of Mitylene, which is said to 
have been the model of the Coliseum at Rome, 
It is equally true that he is improving the com. 
munications of the island. 

Some time since a portion of ground at the 
corner of the Rue Monge and the Rue 
Navarre was purchased by the Paris Muni. 
cipality for a sum of 12,000fr., as this site 
was known to be above a part of the ancient 
amphitheatre of Lutetia. The remaining por. 
tion of the ruin is at present covered by pre. 
mises belonging to the Paris General Omnibus 
Company, and will shortly be also purchased 
by the city authorities. Meanwhile the site 
already acquired is being cleared, for which ob- 
ject the Government and the Municipality have 
respectively allotted 15,000 and 26,000 fr., while 
a further sum of 10,000 fr. has been raised by 
private subscriptions. These excavations have 
thus far disclosed an arena girt by a podium 
about two métres high, from which ris; the 
usual tiers of seats. Within the podivm and 
concentric therewith are traces of a second low, 
but very thick and strong wall, which offers some 
analogy with the ring round the arena used in 
bull-fights, over which the toreadors leap when 
hard pressed. It is suggested that this low solid 
wall enabled the circus to be used for Nauma- 
chiz, and this idea is borne out by several in- 
dications, more especially by a large and well- 
preserved channel, apparently intended to drain 
off the water from the arena. Among the débris 
which have been found perhaps the most in- 
teresting are portions of seats on which are 
inscribed the names of personages for whom 
they were reserved. A female head crowned with 
bay is also among the fragments hitherto brought 
to light. 


Tue world was informed some time ago that 
steps would soon be taken to improve the 
system now in vogue, which gives the same 
colour to nearly all the postage stamps now in 
use, and allows them to be of the same size and 
very like in design. A worse colour than the 
prevailing one, a more troublesome uniformity, 
or uglier designs could hardly be found. When 
are these things to be improved? Hexagons, 
rhomboids, and diamonds are available forms, 
many colours will suit, and grace of design is 
not out of reach in the Post Office.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

The Royal Edition of Operatic Duets. —Soprano 
and Contralto, and Soprano and Mezzo-Soprano. 
With Italian and English Words. Edited by 
J. Pittman. (Boosey & Co.)—This excellent 
collection contains in all forty duets, of which 
by far the larger proportion is from the pens of 
Italian composers. Twelve numbers are selected 
from the works of Rossini, six from the operas 
of Donizetti, four from those of Mercadante; 
we find three examples by Meyerbeer, the same 
number by Mozart, two by Bellini (both from 
‘Norma’), and one each by Auber, Flotow, 
Gounod, Guglielmi, Handel, Paér, Ricci, Vaccaj, 
Weber, and Zingarelli; in all twenty-nine Italian, 
nine German, and two French duets. The selec- 
tion has the advantage of being to a large extent 
unhackneyed, a considerable proportion of the 
pieces being taken from works seldom or never 
heard on the stage. For example, the six speci- 
mens of Donizetti are from ‘ Il Furioso’ (two), 
‘Gemma di Vergy,’ ‘Linda di Chamounix,’ 
‘Maria Padilla,’ and ‘ Pia di Tolomei,’ while the 
examples of the styles of Mercadante, Guglielmi, 
Paér, Vaccaj, and Zingarelli will doubtless be 
new to most musicians. Many of the duets are 
of considerable technical difficulty, abounding 
in those fioriture so characteristic of Italian 
opera ; but others are easy enough to be within 
the reach of average amateurs.

No antagonism to any existing institution is im-

Royal Academy of Music. But it is self-evident 
that if there exists asociety membership of which 
is itself primd facie evidence of professional 
qualification, great benefit must result not only 


| to members, but to the cause of musical educa- 


tion; because when once the public become 
familiar with its existence and aims it is reason- 


| able to suppose that they will naturally apply in 


musical matters to those who are associated with 
it rather than to those who are outside its ranks. 
It is hoped ultimately to obtain legal recognition 


| by means of registration; and on this point it 


may be said that it would obviously be as im- 
practicable as it would be unreasonable to en- 
deavour to obtain the same kind of status as 
that held by the legal and medical professions. 
The legislature would certainly never give their 
sanction to a scheme by which penalties were 
imposed on unauthorized teachers of music ; 
nor is it likely that the Society contemplates 
or even desires such a step. The position sought 
would rather be analogous to that occupied by 
the Institution of Civil Engineers. There is 
nothing to prevent any man from practising as 
an engineer without associating himself with the 
Institute; but, as a matter of fact, we doubt 
whether any one would have much chance of 
success in his profession who was not connected 
with that body. 

The proceedings of the Society, which met 
in London last week, comprised a conference of 
members, which occupied the whole day on 
Thursday and the morning of Friday, and the 
public meeting already spoken of, on Friday 
afternoon. The warm interest felt by the 
members was shown in the fact that many 
travelled from Lancashire and Yorkshire in the 
most inclement weather to attend the conference, 
while at the open meeting many of the leading 
professors of London attended. Mr. E. Chad- 
field, of Derby, the secretary of the Society, ex- 
plained its position and objects, and after an 
animated discussion, a resolution to the effect 
that the Society was worthy of the countenance 
and support of the musical profession was carried 
with only one dissentient. Immediately after 
the meeting a large proportion of those present 
_ in their names as candidates for member- 
ship. 

The Society has begun well; but, of course, 
much still remains to be done. At present but 
a very small proportion of the profession has 
joined ; for no efforts have as yet been made 
to gather into the ranks of the Society the 
larger number of musicians in London, to say 
nothing of many provincial towns still unvisited. 
But the steady progress of the Society during 
the past three years, and still more the sound 
basis on which it is established, augur well for 
its future; and it is because we consider it 
worthy of support that we have devoted this 
space to the explanation of its character and 
objects. 





Musical Gossip. 


Wiru the resumption of the Popular Concerts 
on Monday the Christmas vacation may be said 
to have terminated, although some time will yet 
elapse before musical work in London will re- 
cover its full activity. There was a novelty in 
Monday’s programme, but the interest of the 
concert centred in the performance of Schu- 
mann’s Etudes Symphoniques by Miss Fanny 
Davies. This great, but exceedingly difficult 
work put the abilities of the young English 


the result justified her choice we are according 
her no light praise. More powerful readings have 
been given in St. James’s Hall, notably by 
Rubinstein and Friulein Sophie Menter, but 
as regards taste and intelligence that of Miss 
Fanny Davies left nothing to desire, while in its 
general characteristics it bore a certain resem- 
blance to that of Madame Schumann. At the 
same time it would be folly to assert that Miss 
Davies has nothing more to learn, though the 
occasional want of clearness and accent may 
have been due to nervousness, from which it 
was evident she was suffering severely. Her 
playing in Schubert’s Trio in £ flat, Op. 100, 
was delightfully pure and sympathetic, and 
materially contributed to the marked impression 
made by this magnificent work, which, for some 
unaccountable reason, had been allowed to rest 
since 1878. In this trio Schubert’s genius dis- 
plays itself at its zenith, and, long as it is, musi- 
cians to whom it is familiar would not care to 
sacrifice a single bar. Madame Néruda intro- 
duced Spohr’s Adagio in @ for violin, a favour- 
able example of the composer’s work, written 
in 1820, when he was in London. The engage- 
ment of Herr Hausmann as the violoncellist is 
a decided gain to the ensemble. Herr Hausmann 
is an able executant, and he possesses a fine, 
rich tone, particularly in the lowest octave. 
Mozart’s Quartet in a, No. 5, opened the con- 
cert, and Mr. Lloyd sang Lieder by Dvorak, 
Mendelssohn, and Schubert in his best manner. 
The accompanist was Mr. C. Hopkins Ould, who 
gave general satisfaction. 

Tue Bohemian Musical Society gave their 
second Ladies’ Concert in the Marble Hall of 
the Crystal Palace last Thursday evening. 

Mr. Caarves Hatte’s programme at the Free 
Trade Hall, Manchester, on Thursday evening 
included Raff’s ‘Lenore’ Symphony, the over- 
tures to ‘Der Schauspiel-Director’ (Mozart) and

Concerto, played by Mr. Halle. 

Mx. Joun Boosey gave his fifth Ballad Concert 
of the present season at St. James’s Hall on 
Wednesday evening.

THE WEEK. 
VAUDEVILLE.—‘ Plebeians,’ a Comedy in Three Acts, By 
Joseph Derrick. 
Royatty.—‘ La Doctoresse,’ Comédie en Trois Actes. Par 


Ferrier et Bocage. 


Two three-act pieces, each slight as it can 
be, have been produced respectively by the 
French company at the Royalty and the 
English company at the Vaudeville. If the 
English piece is in all respects inferior to 
its French rival, the task accomplished by 
its author is at least the more difficult. The 
case is analogous to that of two cooks, to one 
of whom is assigned every appetizing and 
stimulating condiment, while the other is 
deprived of every ingredient except the 
simplest. The three acts of ‘ Plebeians’ stir 
amusement by the simple perplexities of an 
aristocratic young gentleman selected by two 
vulgarians as a desirable son-in-law, and 
compelled by innate weakness of disposition 
to accept one of the two maidens thrust upon 
him. The three acts of ‘La Doctoresse’ 
have a plot not wholly dissimilar. The 
author is, however, allowed to spice with in- 
nuendo and suggestion—to undrape, meta- 
phorically of course, his figures until the 
exhibition is barely within the limits of 
the conceivable, and might be regarded 
with dubiety by the most advanced public 
of modern or almost of classical times. It 
would be easy tocarry out a parallel, and by 
it to illustrate the conditions of theatrical art 
in England and in France. Such a course 
is, however, needless. ‘Plebeians’ is not 
only the weaker piece; it is essentially a 
weak piece, judged from any standpoint. 
It displays a certain ingenuity in the 
manipulation of incident and in the bring- 
ing about of complications, and its second act 
may be seen with the certainty of amuse- 
ment. Its improbabilities are, none the less, 
difficult of acceptance by any audience, how- 
ever tolerant it may be with regard to the 
necessities of farcical comedy. Its story 
will not stand investigation, and its literary 
merits are the slightest. What pleases in 
it, and secures it a favourable reception, is 
that its characters are droll in concep- 
tion, and that there is some bustle and 
animation. It is in regard to some cha- 
racters well acted, and whatever mirth- 
producing quality it contains is expressed in 
the acting. The most noteworthy features 
in it are the grace and charm of style of Miss 
Kate Rorke, whose rendering of the love 
—- in which she is concerned is delight- 

ul as well as amusing, and the vigorous 
resentation by Mr. Groves of a Jow money- 
ender. For the special talents of Miss 
Kate Phillips little opportunity is afforded. 
Miss Maude Millett has only to be tender, 
natural, and graceful—no very hard tax upon 
a lady with every advantage of youth and 
good looks. Mr. T. Thorne acts with the 
Impassive quietude which characterizes his 
style, and Mr. F. Thorne is droll as a retired 
brewer. A character of a servant, a cross 
between Noel in ‘La Joie fait Peur’ and 
Caleb Balderstone, is played cleverly, but 
in rather lachrymose fashion, by Mr. Lestocq. 
Vigorous pruning is required in the closing 
scenes, which are tiresome. 

‘La Doctoresse’ may be seen with the 
certainty of amusement. It has no first 





act and no last act. The intermediate 
act is, however, eminently exhilarating, and 
the whole is as piquant and as suggestive 
as it can be. No attempt is made to satirize 
the institution of female doctors. The hero, 
a feeble-minded youth, has married a 
woman who to an appetizing, if not too 
ethereal, physique adds powers of mind and 
will which are altogether overpowering. 
Deprived of all access to a woman he is 
ready to adore, but whose time is occu- 
pied by her professional duties, he trans- 
fers under a disguised name his atten- 
tions to a circus rider, who hopes to find 
in hima husband. In the house, and almost 
in the embrace, of this woman, he is sur- 
prised by his wife, whose visit is profes- 
sional. After barely escaping personal 
castigation he is roused to a display of spirit. 
He will not go home to one who is a wife 
in name only; he will at all risks bid for the 
possession of the more accessible, if less 
desirable woman of whom he is in pursuit. 
In his passionate wooing of this object he 
is again surprised by his wife, who, struck 
by his fervour, resolves to change her life 
and win him for her own. She has no dif- 
ficulty in this, and the superfluous last act, 
which is enlivened by some eminently saucy 
dialogue, closes with the abandonment by 
the wife of her profession, and the eager 
departure of the husband to unhang the 
night bell. This isall the piece which, pro- 
duced a few months ago at the Gymnase as 
a stopgap, has run successfully during the 
preparation of ‘Sapho.’ How much dia- 
logue and action in French hands can do 
with so simple a story is known. The woo- 
ing by Frontignan, admirably played by 
M. Noblet, is as naked as anything in 
M. Zola. It cannot be other than diverting, 
though the propriety of its exhibition is a 
question on which two opinions will be held. 
While showing all that is naturalistic in 
the character, M. Noblet remains within the 
limits of art, and his performance is at 
least not coarse. Mdlle. Magnier plays in 
clever and imperious fashion the doctoresse. 
Other characters in the piece are well sus- 
tained by M. Mayer’s company, and the 
representation is productive of constant 
laughter.

‘UnpER Cover,’ a version by Mr. Cunning- 
ham Bridgman of ‘Le Bibelot’ of M. Ernest 
d’Hervilly, first given at a morning performance 
under the title of ‘La Soupiére, and afterwards 
played in 1877 at the Palais Royal, has been 
produced at the Gaiety.

WORKS IN THE PRESS. 
The HISTORY of ROME. By Professor Mommsen. Containing the History of the Provinces
